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M a y v il l e (N. Y.),. August 19, 1889. 
We have started o/i cMr summer jaunt 
and have gotten thijs far on our journey. 
We left Pittsburg at S A. M. on the Alle­ 
ghany Valley R A!road, and came through 
a country full 
of interest, namely, the 
great oil re-/lon of Pennsylvania. The 
Alleghany ri.ver winds in and out between 
the green hills and beautiful silvery fields 
of buekwb.eat. The scene is one of con­ 
stant del',ght and pleasure as the ears go 
whirling along. The water is so clear, 
the hills are reflected in it and the sight 
is really magnificent. A more perfect 
mirror than this pretty stream cannot be 
imagined. Just at the approach of au 
tumn everything seems so lovely. 
The 
Indian summer comes so gradually upon 
us we are almost unconscious of it until we 
see “the leaves begin to turn,” and the 
bright tints seem to long for the biting 
breath of Jack Frost that their already 
gorgeous colors may turn even brighter. I 
have been through much beautiful coun­ 
try, but the trip along this river surpassed 
anything I have yet seen in the way of 
truly gentle loveliness and natural beauty 
of scenery. Yet it has not even a touch of 
grandeur. 
It is simply beautiful. Canal 
boats, 
skills, shanty boats and pleas­ 
ure boats are going up and down the 
river all day, and 
it is so nice to 
look upon pretty things 
and 
places 
when 
you 
are weary from traveling. 
Ere long the beautiful illusion is some­ 
what dispelled as you approach OH City 
and other towns in northwestern Penn­ 
sylvania. Getting up into this vicinity 
the sight is a novel one to those unaccus­ 
tomed to seeing oil wells as thick as ants. 
The bluffs and hills are (lotted here, there 
and everywhere with conical shaped scaf­ 
folding, which istheunvaryingsignofawell. 
W ithin a few hundred feet I counted over 
a hundred wells. It was very instructive 
and interesting to be shown the ways and 
means of working these contrivances. 
All 
along the river, where the oil has run into 
the water, it forms in all kinds of shapes, 
and the sun shining on it, gives it an 
irridescent coloring that is most brilliant 
to see. 
To a novice it looks a little odd to 
see these oil wells on every side—in 
people’s front yards, back yards and under 
the window—why, it runs as though the 
oil had leave and license to go anywhere. 
Front gardens and kitchen gardens are on 
a par when it comes to ornamentations of 
the scaffolding family. 
Miles and miles 
of oil tanks shine out all along the line, 
and it did seem as though bees about a 
hive could not be much thicker. 
I could 
not help but think of Champagne Charley 
and Oil City Tommy. 
Was it both, or 
which one was it, that made a fortune in 
this slippery region. That item in the 
history of oil has slipped my memory. 


OIL CITY 
Is a queer kind of place, and but for the 
business it maintains there seems to be lit­ 
tle of interest going on. Our car was fitted 
with a buffet, and we all decided to dine 
on board, and inspect Oil City during the 
twenty-five minutes the train is supposed 
to stop. 
We sauntered forth happily and 
unthinkingly, and had been about seven or 
eight minutes, may be, on the way to “town” 
when we heard someone yelling, and look­ 
ing around we saw our fat little porter 
running, and lesirg nearly all his breath, 
.at every step. 
>iis wild gestures we 
interpreted them .* mean we had tarried 
too long, and, sere et.ough, the train was 
late, and the conductor had decided to try 
and catch up. 
As he had told us we had 
twenty-five minutes to spare, he felt in 
duty bound to hunt us up, and we no doubt 
made a lasting impression on the towns­ 
people as we rushed pell-mell through 
their midst. So many laughable things 
happen while on the wing. 
We are disap­ 
pointed if something ludicrous doesn’t 
happen; we are so accustomed to incidents 
of all descriptions. 
Continuing on our way, we finally reached 
this pretty village, at" the head" of Lake 
Chautauqua, and but a few minutes’ sail 
from therenowned literary camping ground. 
Chautauqua—the name is so suggestive of 
knowledge. 
We must see it; hence we 
took the steamer and went round the prettv 
lake and ianded at the great and wonder­ 
ful Chautauqua. 
People—people—people 
—where did you all come from? was our 
first thcught, as we stood waiting for the 
gangplank to be lowered. The dock was a 
mass of surging humanity. 
We elbowed 
our way through the throng and paid our 
forty cents apiece for admission to the 
grounds. 
Your ticket gives you the free­ 
dom of the place, and you can’t get out 
again without showing your ticket. Unless 
you indulge in a season ticket, the daily 
tax of forty cents is levied on all who 
would enter this 


WOODLAND TEMPLE OF LEARNING. 
First and foremast, we were famished, 
and being directed to the “ Athenaeum ” 
we dined sumptuously. This hotel is an 
enormous building, and has a mammoth 
dining-room and corridor. The piazzas 
are equally extensive, and on three sides 
command a beautiful view of the lake. 
After dinner we wandered up to the Audi­ 
torium—a square open building, not so 
very large, but the amphitheater is im­ 
mense. 
An organ recital and reading by 
George Cable were the attractions this 
afternoon. This structure has a roof but 
is not inclosed on the sides. 
Chautauqua has many pretty places. 
Palestine Park Museum, an inclosure con­ 
taining a model of the city of Palestine, 
which, I presume, is very good, though my 
knowledge of the Holy City comes simply 
from having seen the Cyclorama, and the 
miniature city is surely very like the pic­ 
ture. The avenues and various streets 
about this great camp ground are very 
pretty. There are hundreds of cottages, 
many hotels and boarding-houses, stores 
and curio shojs. The lake is seeminglv a 
placid sheet of water twenty miles long 
and three miles wide at the "widest point. 
Swift-flying steamers take yon as far as 
Jamestown, which is just at the outlet of 
the lake, on a little stream called the Nar­ 
rows, through which two steamers could 
scarcely pass, though it has lieen done in 
case of emergency. One of the principal 
places on the lake is 
A LOVELY SPOT, 
Called Lakewood, which |>erhaps is really 
the only place that looks as though the 
summer throng did not find “ books in the 
running brooks, sermons in stones,” etc. 
For Lakewood is undoubtedly the fashion­ 
able resort on the lake shore. 
There are 
two fine hotels—Kent’s and .Sterlingworth. 
The latter place is most peculiar in archi­ 
tecture, having a front appearance of an 
ancient castle, with its numerous round 
towers and innumerable corners and turns, 
while the back makes one imagine an Eng­ 
lish inn, such as we read of. 
Point Chautauqua, Bemus Point, Green’s 
and other smaller places are very charm­ 
ing resorts, but on a smaller scale than 
Lakewood and Chautauqua. Just before 
reaching Jamestown the lake seems to 
come to an end, and for a few miles the 
boats steam through this narrow channel, 
apparently not over one hundred feet wide. 
Ilere the scene is picturesquely beautiful. 
It seems as though we could aimost touch 
the trees on either side. 
Boats always 
wait at Jamestown until the incoming 
steamer reaches her landing, thus avoiding 
any confusion that might arise were the y 
to meet in the slim little stream. 
Au 


orchestra is to be heard on every boat that 
plies up and down the lake, and though it 
is composed of harp, violin, and one or two 
similar instruments, the music is very pleas­ 
ant to hear, and the trip around Chautau­ 
qua Lake a great success. 
Of course we were treated to a small 
shower, and a little wind, but it soon 
calmed down, and we went on our way 
smiling and content with our trip. All 
along, the fine cottages and nice boat- 
landings made a pleasant picture, and so 
many of the houses were painted bright 
terra cotta—that coming strongly in con­ 
trast with the bright foliage, made the 
sight a pleasing one as we steamed by. 
The boats all have little octagon-shaped 
pilot-houses. 
On the Ohio, the pilot­ 
house is square, as a rule, and commodious, 
while the little affairs on the lake steamers 
look like mere little boxes, with scarcely 
room to move. 
Returning to this place we 
prepared to inspect our surroundings and 
the village, and found 
MAYVILLE 
A delightful little place. 
It is the start­ 
ing point for tourists bound for Chautau­ 
qua, from the West, while Jamestown is 
the other starting point. 
A t Mayville 
there are several colleges. A number of 
the students during vacation amuse them­ 
selves waiting on the tables in the large 
hotels, and they are efficient and polite, 
and do their duty mm fully. They are, 
without exception, a fine-looking set of 
men, and seem rather to enjoy the experi­ 
ence that is certainly new to them in the 
earlier years of college life. 
About three miles from the hotel at 
Mayville is an elevated spot, from which 
can be seen Lake Erie on one side, and 
Chautauqua on the other. 
It is just a nice 
walk ; though, unless the day is vert* clear, 
the imagination has to be considerably 
stretched to make Lake Erie more than a 
small spec shining in the distance. How­ 
ever, the imagination is a great thing some­ 
times, and we were all sure we could see 
the famous lake so far away. In a little 
while we are to leave this district to take 
in others, for we are bound for the old 
French town of Quebec. Our trip will be 
down the grand St. Lawrence, of which I 
will write later on. 
In a few minutes we 
will board the train for Buffalo, and from 
there proceed on our sight-seeing expedi­ 
tion. 
It is a trifle late for a summer vaca­ 
tion, but there are crowds of people still 
on the wing, so we will take flight and fol­ 
low. The sights are still left, the weather 
is pleasant, we are in good spirits, and all 
is well. Good-by for this time.

Woodcuts from drawings by W. Hamil­ 
ton Gibson will appear in September 
Scribner's in illustration of night views of 
nature, seen without glasses or other help 
to the eye. 
The French journals record the death, 
at Paris, of Louis Jules Etex, painter, and 
pupil of Lethiere and Ingres, who was 
born in 1810 and made his first appear­ 
ance at the Salon in 1833. 
The Hanging Committee of the Associ­ 
ated Chareoal-Sketchers has rejected the 
“Picture of a Man, Drawn from Memory,” 
the work of Miss Penelope Lonely, now 
summering at Surf City, N. J. 
Owing to the building of a railway which 
approaches Cheines, where the Dukes of 
Bedford are honored with a mortuary 
cinq.A containing idany n^atu!*’L'' tomos, 
th e present Duke has closed tec Id : A to 
the public. 
D. C. French will model the bronze 
statue of Thomas Starr King, the preacher, 
for Golden Gate Park, Sau Francisco. He 
stands with right hand resting on a set of 
Roman fasces and a roll of manuscript in 
the left. 
It will be ten feet high and cost 
$ 11,000. 
A pair oi screens wrought in the finest of 
gold lacquer by Japanese workmen have 
been sold to a merchant of Shanghai for 
$14,000. The Chinese never reached as 
high a point of perfection in lacquers as 
the Japanese, though the porcelains of the 
former are considered superior. 
Adolphe Demy has presented to the 
Louvre a plate of gilt bronze found at 
Narbonne last year. 
It contains a frag­ 
ment of a law concerning the provincial 
assemblies ot Gallia Xarbonensis and the 
duties of the llamen of Augustus, who pre­ 
sided over that assembly 15. C. 27. 
The managers of the Exhibition of 
American Works of Industrial Art, at Phil­ 
adelphia, which opens next month, have 
set aside a space 90x30 feet for stained 
glass. 
A New York committee has been 
appointed consisting of La Farge, Tiffany, 
Maitland, Armstrong and Lathrop. 
The late Duke of Somerset left to cer­ 
tain heirs a gallery of old masters to which 
the name of the St. Maur heirloom paint­ 
ings adheres. The legatees have peti­ 
tioned Parliament for authority to sell 
them, and will be permitted. 
The gallery 
contains works by Salvator Rosa, Titian, 
Claude, and Sir Joshua Reynolds. 
A battle group of three soldiers, com­ 
prising the Color Sergeant standing, a 
wounded officer sinking down and a mem­ 
ber of the color guard kneeling. kna¡>sack 
on back and about to raise his gun, has 
been finished by Lorado Taft of Chicago 
It is called “ Idefending the Flag,” and 
will be shown at the autumn exposition in 
that city. 
The colossal equestrian statue of Gen­ 
eral Robert E. Ia.*e, designed by Mercie of 
Paris, is now in the foundry, where it has 
been enlarged, section by section, from the 
life-size model supplied by the sculptor. 
It will probably reach Richmond towar.t 
the end of November. The pedestal is 
already in place. 
When unveiled there 
will be grand ceremonies about the statue, 
including a parade of military and of vet­ 
erans of the Confederate armies. 
“The Royal Academy Exhibition of 
1S89—the 121st—is of rather inore than 
average interest,” says the Ixindon Time». 
“There i«, indeed, one great gap; Frank 
Holl is no longer among us with his pre­ 
sentments of the eminent people of the 
dav, so full of force, vigor and actuality. 
Some of the leading painters of the time 
are absent altogether, and some, such as 
the President and Sir John Millais, will 
not be able to count the present year as a 
year of triumph.

Miss Daisy Hampton, daughter of Gen­ 
eral Wade Ilamjiton, is reported to have 
entered a New Y’ork hospital to become a 
nurse. 
The Empress of Germany will make her 
first visit, in company with her husband, 
to Rome in the fall. She will spend some 
time also in Greece. 
Professor Edward G. Coy, instructor in 
Greek at Phillips’ Academy, at Andover, 
Mass., has accepted the principalsliip of 
Phillips’ Academy at Exeter. 
Glasgow University has conferred the 
honorary degree of LL. D. upou Herr 
Joseph Joachim, who is already a Doctor 
of Music of both Oxford and Cambridge. 
Charles A. L>ana, editor of the Sun. has 
fully recovered from the injuries received 
while driving at West Island, near Glen 
Cove, Long Island, where his summer resi­ 
dence is situated. 
General Lloyd Bryce, to whom the late 
Allen Thorndike Rice bequeathed fifty-one 
one-hundredths of the North American Re- 
vieut, has acquired the remainder of the 
property, and is now the sole proprietor of 
the magazine. 
Lord Lonsdale is now living the most 
domestic of lives with his wife, who has 
apparently forgiven and forgotten the past. 
Assisted by the Countess, Lord Lonsdale is 
preparing a book on his adventures in the 
Arctic regions. 
Lewis Miller, the father-in-law of Edi­ 
son, the inventor, is, next to Bishop Vin­ 
cent, the leading man in developing the 
Chautauqua idea. 
Mr. Miller is a well-, 
built, solid-looking gentleman, with a 
gray beard and jovial face. He is an 
Ohioan. 
It is said that the chief reason why lit­ 
tle King Alexander was only anointed, 
and not crowned, was the somewhat humil 
iating fact that the cost of a crown and 
the rest of the insignia of royalty were be­ 
yond the means at the disposal of the 
•Servian Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
Jules Simon, the eminent French states­ 
man, has quiet dignity, ease, a cool head, 
and the faculty to simulate warmth and 
genuine emotion. 
As a speaker he steers 
clear of declamation, and can draw at 
will on veins of irony and sarcasm, which 
he gently infuses and as if in a casual 
way. 
Deborah Powers, the senior partner in 
the bank of I). Powers & Sons, Lansingburg, 
N. Y., is the oldest banker in the coun­ 
try. This venerable, but active woman, is 
99 years old. She is in full possession of 
her faculties, and her busiuess shrewd­ 
ness is as remarkable as it was a gener­ 
ation back. 
Elaborate preparations are being made 
at Hartford, Conn., for a repetition of the 
historical pageant of national victories 
which was recently displayed in Boston. 
It is to be presented in honor of Mrs. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe some time late in 
September. 
It is also announced that a 
similar demonstration will be made at 
Newport on August 15th in honor of Julia 
Ward Howe. 
“ It is possible,” says London Truth, 
“ that the widowed Crown Princess may 
yet become 
Empress of 
Austria, for 
the Archduke Francis, the heir-presunip- 
tive to the throne, is well known to be 
absolutely devoted to her, aud bis great 
object in life is to marry her. The Arch­ 
duke was born in December, 1863, and lie 
is therefore only five months older than 
the Crown-Princess Stephanie.” 
Vice-Admiial Count Charles Bombelles, 
Master of the Household to the late Crown 
Prince Rudolph of Austria, died recently 
at Rodaum, near Vienna, in his fifty- 
seventh year. There can be no doubt that 
the Crown Prince’s death hastened that of 
his adherent. Count Bombelies had a 
troop of friends, and until the Crown 
Prince died, no enemies. Then a scape­ 
goat had to be found, aud Admiral Bom- 
beiles was dismissed from his high station. 


One of the industries which would seem 
to have been designed exclusively for men, 
and into which few of the gentler sex 
would care to intrude, is the detection of 
crime. 
But the sex whose versatility and 
love of adventure have led its members to 
risk their lives on the battlefield and the 
ocean does not stop at a sentimeutal trifle ; 
hen. e it is not astonishing that there 
should be found among the detectives of 
New York to-day a few bold, adventurous 
souls who hide a shrewd aud daring spirit 
under feminine garb. 
The female Hawkshaws of the metropo­ 
lis arc distributed in a variety of fields. 
Some are in the Custom House, keepiug 
their eye* open for fair smugglers who 
bring 
jewels and finer v without th e ' 
formality of paying tribute to Uncle Sam’; 
others are in various piivated detective 
agencies, like Pinkerton’s and Fuller’s, 
and others, again, are in the great dry 
goods stores keeping the valuable stocks 
from the depredatory fingers of clever shop­ 
lifters. A Jew are “semi-detached" and 
do occasional jobs for the police, working 
at other times at some regular occupation 
for a livlihood. The experiences of those 
plucky women would fill volumes; and 
while they might not be so exciting or so 
full of haud-to-hand 
encounters with 
criminals as those of the male detectives, 
they would possess a peculiar interest, and 
would illustrate the sterner side of feminine 
nature in away hitherto unsuspected. 
One of the smartest women detectives in 
New York is employed in an extensive 
drygoods establishment. She is a blonde 
of fine presence and with a pair of eyes as 
sharp as a flash of lightning. 
She walks 
about the store, mingling with the shop­ 
pers and making purchases like the rest. 
When she suspects anyone she moves up 
alongside. Then her knowledge of human 
nature comes into service. 
Taking up a 
piece of dry goods she asks all about it of 
the clerk or saleswoman, and when she 
has the latter’s attention diverted for the 
moment from the suspected shopper, she 
turns her own back to her and exclaims : 
“Oh, isn’t it lovely !” meanwhile rustling 
the goods about all over the counter. This 
is the thief’s opportunity. A moment's 
pause, and then the detective wheels 
around and clutching the suspected shop 
per by the arm, asks: “W hat do you think 
of it, madam?” 
If the latter has indeed 
been caught in the trap, she is discovered 
on the . instant and marched off' to the 
office and thence to the Tenth-precinct 
station-house. If innocent, nobody is hurt, 
and the lady fancies she has simply en­ 
countered a rather eccentric shopper, who 
is asking foolish questions when she might 
decide for herself. 
Miss Fleshauer’s cases 
are generally admitted by the police to be 
“dead sure,” and she has never made a 
blunder in an arrest. 
Conviction is cer­ 
tain to follow, unless the firm relents and 
permits the oflender to go with a salutary 
warning, which is sometimes done when 
the articles stolen are trivial and it is a 
first offense. 
Two of the cleverest women ever em­ 
ployed by the I’inkertons are K itty Parker 
ami Jennie Hughes. They assisted in 
tracking down some of the most celebrated 
criminals, acting in conjunction with male 
defT tives. One of the girls, from much 
running after thieves, became a thief her­ 
self, and is now, in the language of the 
fraternity, “laid up for repairs” -o th er­ 
wise in prison. Together they captured 
several substantial rewards for detective 
work. 
In one of the largest dry goods houses 
there is a very ingenious contrivance for 
the detection of shoplifters. 
There are no 
doors in the ladies’ toilet-room, and in an 
adjoining room are several reflex mirrors 
with a small peep-hole, opposite which 
they may be adjusted so as to command a 
full view of the toilet-room and its occu­ 
pant. The female detective stations her­ 
self in this adjoining apartment and works 
the mirrors. 
When she sees any woman 
stowing articles away under her dress she 
quietly slips upstairs and overhauls her as 
she is about to depart, concluding the 
search by turning her over to au officer. 
It requires nerve to deal with women in 
such cases. 
Very often they are caught at 
their first attempt at peculation, and their 
tears and pleadings would almost melt a 
stone; but the female detective has little 
mercy for her sex, and, if permitted, she 
would deal harder with a woman than a 
man under similar circumstances. 
One of the woman who made a fine 
record as a detective is now the wile of the 
chief of a detective agency. She made so 
many remarkably clever hits in the way of 
recovering dresses and jewelry that had 
been stolen from actresses that she was in 
almost constant demand by the theatrical 
profession for such services. 
Nothing 
would annoy her more than to find that 
she had been used as an advertisement by 
some speculative actress. 
“ It’s astonishing,” she would say, “ how 
often these people try the same old thread­ 
bare device. 
It always fails, for the de­ 
tective can invariably tell within an hour 
whether the case is a real one or a fabrica­ 
tion.” 
An amateur detective in petticoats led a 
certain agency a wild and weird dance sev­ 
eral years ago. 
A womau, who claimed to 
be a detective, called at the agency and 
said she had a clue to the hiding-place of 
the body of the dead millionaire, A. T. 
Stewart. This, if true, was a big piece of 
luck for the agency; for half the clever 
detectives ail over the country had been 
puzzling their brains how they might get 
their fingers on the $10,000 reward offered 
by Judge Hilton and Mrs. Stewart. One 
sultry August morning found the agencv 
man in Evergreen Cemetery on Itong Is­ 
land, 
accompanied 
by 
"the 
feminine 
Vidocq, and with long rods for probing the 
soil in a certain quarter where the body 
was said to have been newly interred. The 
party were watched by a half dozen Cen­ 
tral office detectives under Superintendent, 
then Inspector Murray, who was prepared 
to pounce upon the body if the party 
should happen to find it. 
After consum­ 
ing two hours in guessing at the location 
of the body and fighting the mosquitoes, 
the probe was inserta! in a dozen different 
places, but no hidden remains were found, 
and the party sadly went homeward, hur­ 
ried by the sallies and laughter of the 
Central Office men. It afterward turned 
out that the amateur 
detective 
had 
dreamed about the body having been 
placed there, and the wild goose chase was 
the result. 
It is seldom that the Central Office em­ 
ploys women to track criminals. Occa­ 
sionally they send a female crook on the 
track of somebody who is wanted, or to en­ 
trap some particularly slippery fellow who 
has managed to conceal all evidences of 
his g u ilt; but they regard the women ?s 
unreliable for such business. 
Mrs. Mohan, formerly a Miss Keelaw, is 
the crack womau detective of Boston. 
She is of middle age and wonderfully 
bright, a great talker, and just the person 
to worm out any one’s secrets. She had a 
sort of mania for detective work, and was 
unhappy till she became associated with 
the Boston police. Occasionally she runs 
over to New York to talk with’detectives 
there and get a few points on the metro­ 
politan method of working up difficult 
cases; hut her own resources are gener­ 
ally sufficient to accomplish whatever she 
sets about. 


Inspector Byrnes owes some portion of 
his phenomenal success as a rogue-catcher 
to the fact that he has not hesitated to 
employ women whenever he could do so 
to advantage, although all the traditions 
of the Central Office were opjiosed to 
them. 
Hardly a day passes without one 
or two of these female Hawkshaws calling 
on the big-mustached chief of the detec­ 
tive squad in the white marble building in 
Mulberry street. 
Few of the women so 
employed, however, make the business of 
detecting 
crime a regular 
profession. 
They generally have some other occujia- 
tion, and merely take up police work as a 
means of making extra money, or because 
they are in love with the notion of play­ 
ing the role of detective. 
Women love 
mystery, and the very mystery that sur­ 
rounds the detective’s calling allures them, 
just as the glamour of the stage fascinates 
others. 
At headquarters the officers tell a re­ 
markable story of a smart woman who 
hoodwinked the entire detective staff. 
She was a plump and pretty widow of 
about 25, with a pair of snapping black 
eyes and a figure that would have at­ 
tracted attention anywhere. One day she 
called there and informed the Inspector 
that she wished to become a detective. 
“I know 1 can succeed in tracking peo­ 
ple,” she said, with an unutterable look 
out of the depth of her beautiful eyes. “1 
can read character at a glance, and I only 
want a chance to show what 1 can do.” 
Of coui.se l wouldu’t do to lot such tal­ 
ent go a-begging and she was given a 
chance. 
The result was something quite 
unexpected. 
The charming widow suc­ 
ceeded in “mashing” every case she was 
instructed to shadow, and made a good 
thing out of it in a financial way; but the 
Central Office made no progress. 
Her re­ 
ports were turned in with great punctual­ 
ity and particularity; she told just where 
Mr. So-and-So passed his evenings, where 
he got his money and how he spent i t ; 
what he ate and drank, and when he went 
to bed. She was altogether too agreeable 
for a detective, and the Central Office re­ 
luctantly let her go and had to confess 
that, for once, it had been duped by a mere 
woman. 
Female detectives proceed upon the 
principle that men are mostly fools and 
attack them at the weakest point—their 
susceptibility. 
“When 1 succeed in getting a man to 
stare at me,” remarked one of these saga­ 
cious trappers of men, “I know I’ve scored 
a point. 
W ith some men it’s different, 
though. Some have to be moved by their 
sympathies, others by the passions. 
You 
see, women have the advantage of men, 
too, at the outset in detective work, be­ 
cause we can disarm suspicion. The first 
thing in beginning a case is to study how 
to approach your man properly. 
1 have 
lain awake whole nights turning various 
schemes over and over in my mind, and 
rejecting them, one by one, until the right 
idea was hit at last.” 
It is astonishing how deftly the fingers 
of the women searchers in the Custom­ 
house penetrate the mysteries of feminine 
apparel. Seemingly innocent coiffures are 
made to yield treasures as though they 
were capillary 
Golcondas; basts 
and 
bustles alike sink prone beneath their 
hands, and silks, velvets and laces droji to 
the floor, to the mortification of the rapidly 
attenuating smuggler. Hosiery is shown 
to be a fa vori te receptacle for ribbons and 
jewelry trinkets, and on one occasion the 
artificial plumpers in the cheeks cf an 
elderly dame were found to conceal about 
$2,500 worth of diamonds, all done up in 
tissue paper and packed inside. 
When 
they were forced out by the finger of the 
Inspector the matronly smuggler looked 
as thongh she would fain have swallowed 
them rather than have them fall into such 
hands. 
Several women are employed in a semi­ 
detective capacity by the Surrogate’s office 
for the purpose of serving stibprcnas and 
for ga.hering facts concerning the antece­ 
dents of parties in disputed will cases. 
The system is for two to call together, 
about 7 o’clock in the evening, ostensibly 
on a friendly visit, and thus they are 
brought in contact with the people they 
desire to meet. 
The female “spotter” is the oldest estab­ 
lished of all the women detectives. She is 
generally an uneducated person, and can 
be seen riding up and down the street cars 
on any of the leading lines daily. 
She is 
cordially detested by both drivers and 
conductors, but, being a woman, they can’t 
say anything to her. Some of the spotters 
work with a package of pins, which they 
change from one pocket to another, or stick 
into their dress, as they ride along record­ 
ing the fares. 
When they leave the car 
they give the record to the male spotter, 
who is employed to board the car at inter­ 
vals and take the reckoning from the reg­ 
ister. 
It is the lowest kind of detective 
work and is poorly paid.

Edmund Kean was liarleqniti in the 
pautomime. Edwin Forrest was originally 
a clown in the circus. It is the same story 
over again of the big oak from the little 
acorn. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt 
laid the 
foundation of his fortune in the rowboat 
that he used to pull between New York 
and Staten Island. The large fortune of 
Jay Gould was commenced in the ped­ 
dling of rat-traps. The founder in tlii- 
country of the wealthy Astor family was a 
dealer in pelts. 
The claims of long de­ 
scent don’t amount to so very much when 
you come to analyze them, and the only 
original Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs, “ the proud 
old gardener and his wife,” are quite en­ 
titled to look down on these same claims. 
J ust now, when there is a sort of inter­ 
regnum iu theatrical affairs, mi i<u- us the 
public is concerned, a little theatrical 
genealogy may not be uninteresting. Go­ 
ing back into dramatic genealogy you will 
fiud that while Kean rose from the role of 
harlequin to being the greatest actor of 
the English stage, and that Forrest meta­ 
phorically leaped from the sawdust of the 
circus to a similar position in America, 
many of the stars of the present day made 
their first success in variety or burlesque 
performances. Some of them, fraternally, 
are not willing to admit this, but a few 
others are. 
Lillian Russell, for instance, snugly 
tucked up in a large aiinchair in her 
dainty pink and gold tlat in the upper 
part of the city, was quite willing to re­ 
cite her experiences in both the variety 
and operatic professions. 
“1 began my stage career,” she said, “at 
the old Tony Pastor’s Theater, on Broad­ 
way, opposite Nililo's Garden, my engage­ 
ment calling for the nightly singing of 
ballads, and after that my work was done. 
It was customary for all the artists ap­ 
pearing in the olio to afterward take part 
in the afterpiece or farce to close Hie en­ 
tertainment, but, owing to my extreme 
youth and inexperience at the time, I was 
excused from this part of the entertain­ 
ment, for which, believe me, I was very 
thankful. 
Mr. Pastor first heard me sing 
at a friend’s house, and suggested to me 
the idea of appearing in public. At first I 
was carried away with the idea of ‘tread­ 
ing the boards,’ but my heart began to fail 
me as soon as I thought of standing all 
alone and hundreds of people looking at 
me. 
“Finally, after considerable persuasion 
on the part of Mr. Pastor, 1 gave my con­ 
sent, and the following Monday evening 
found me in the theater, waitiug for my 
turn to go on. 
I was very cool and col­ 
lected up to the time I heard the first note 
of the orchestra, and from that moment 
until I finished my third song 1 think you 
could have filled me as full of pins as a 
pincushion and I would not have felt it. 
1 was practically ‘dead to the world.’ 
I 
was told afterward that I did splendidly, 
but to this day I cannot tell what occurred 
after I went on the stage until I reached 
my dressing-room and donned my street 
clothes. 
After the first night I recovered 
my senses and continued to do splendidly. 
1 continued with Mr. Pastor for some time 
and then jumped into comic opera, appear­ 
ing first in the Bijou Theater, Boston, then 
iu a condensed version of ‘Patience’ at 
Tony Pastor’ ; Fourteenth street house, and 
then in ‘The Snake Charmer’ at the pres­ 
ent Bijou Opera House, then under the 
management of Colonel McCaull. Mean­ 
while I had been having experience in a 
concert company, which made a tour of 
the watering places and large cities, and 
then went to the Casino, where I had my 
first real opportunity. 
Al'ter appearing in 
a number of roles I went to England, where 
I remained two seasons, appearing in sev­ 
eral operas written especially for me. Upon 
my return to this country I joined Mr. 
Duff's company, and continued under his 
management until 1 make my reappear­ 
ance at the Casino last winter. 
It was 
like entering an old home once more to 
pass within the stage door of the Casino. 
Everything had such a look of welcome 
about it, and everything seemed so fall of 
success and comfort that I wanted to visit 
all parts of the building and shake hands 
with the scenery and curtains. 
“ As you know, 1 am playing Florella, 
in ‘ The Brigands ’—really one of the best 
parts I ever played—but I don’t have to 
work hall as hard as I did to sing those 
three ballads at Tony Pastor’s a few years 
ago. 
The step from variety ballads to 
prima donna roles seems elephantine; but, 
really, it is very easy when you get such 
encouragement as I did from all the people 
I met in the variety profession. 
If you 
have any merit they will soon discover it, 
and make you take advantage of it. 
Nothing is sweeter or dearer to my mem­ 
ory than the recollections of my early days 
in Tony Pastor’s little old theater down in 
Broadway.” 
Here was brave talk from a bright 
woman, who is the acknowledged queen of 
comic opera, and who was not ashamed to 
admit that she had graduated from the 
variety stage. It impressed me so much 
that 1 was led to have a talk with Francis 
Wilson, who is masculinely what Lillian 
Russell is femininely to comic opera. 
I 
found him in his apartments at the Ken- 
more, dressed in a red-aud-blue “ blazer,” 
light vest and trowsers, russet shoes and.a 
genial smile. He had been looking at 
some property at Yonkers, which he thinks 
of purchasing, and his mind was more on 
real estate than interviewing. 
But this is 
what he said: 
“ 1 graduated from the minstrel, not the 
variety stage.” 
“ And where is the difference?” I ven­ 
tured to inquire. 
“ Well, just this. 
Out West only men 
go to variety performances, but gentlemen 
and ladies go to hear the minstrels. When 
I was a mere lad in Philadelphia, where 
I was born, I once went to S. S. Sanford, at 
that tmei the head of one of the greatest 
minstrel organization in the world, and, 
while he whistled, I sung and danced the 
“Essence of Old Yirginny.” 
He engaged 
me ; but none of my family knew that I 
was a ‘play actor.’ 
By and by they began 
to wonder why the sheets on my bed were 
so black—it was the unwashed lampblack 
from my face and hands that discolored 
them—and then I was followed, and, to 
their great horror, they discovered that I 
was a ‘nigger minstrel.’ 
Well, they made 
the best of it; and afterward I traveled 
West as a minstrel, was at one time in the 
company with 
Birch, 
Wambold and 
Backus, and subsequently played at the 
Chestnut Street Theater. 
Perhaps you 
wouldn't think it, but I have played heroic 
parts, studied swordsmanship for ‘Richard 
III.,’ and at one time sincerely contem­ 
plated grappling with ‘Hamlet.’ 
After 
this I joined William Gill iu the produc­ 
tion of ‘Goblins,’ and while we were in 
’Frisco I made my first appearance in 
comic opera, as the Admiral in ‘Pinafore.’

Horeuce’s two great funny parts were 
Beppo in Byron’s burlesque of “Fra Di­ 
avalo,” and Elly O’Connor iu the burlesque 
Lf 
^ cl teen Bawn." 
To hear him sing 
Beppo’s pathetic song, “ Mv Insides Have 
Suffered l.ong; I’ve been Fasting for a 
Week,” or to see him as KUy O’Conno: 
collapse in a washtub, were treats of 
laughter that those who saw them will 
never torget. 
Keen the then dashing and 
debonair Lester Wallaek had his shy at 
burlesque, and at the old Wallaek Theater, 
on Broadway, near Broome street, ap­ 
peared in a burlesque written by himself, 
entitled “Brigham Young,” the late Wns. 
Rufus Blake playing the part of the Mor­ 
mon prophet. 
When Lydia Thompson made her sei- 
ond blonde mission to this country sue 
brought with her a very pretty woman 
who had a good voice, face and figure, and 
soon became so popular that she was 
secured for the stock comjianv of Wal- 
lack’s '''’<: «.ter 
. V a mark,"at - . co ­ 
in high comedy characters. Just now she 
is one of the most popular stars in the 
country and her name is K isc t tub I .n. 
There are few richer actors in the world 
than Denmau Thompson, and few pi n 
better known throughout the length and 
breadth of the land than “The Old li u.e- 
stead." 
Well, “Joshua Whitcomb' used 
to lie a slight sketch that w.is played in 
many variety halls with George i. < i, a 
good many years before he conbl whip ii,c 
sketch into a play. 
Then J. M. h ill 
brought it out at the Fourteenti street 
Theater, and for six weeks you couid 
throw bird shot around the auditorium. 
Perseverance won, however, and “Jos'.ua 
Whitcomb" is now one of the greatest 
money-tuakers in the country. 
\\ hen Josh Hart was running a variety 
theater on Broadway he had a clever Irish 
sketch team known as Scanlan and ( rot in. 
They sang Irish songs and danced Iris h 
dances. 
William J. Scanlan is now a 
recognized "Irish comedian,’' who is > Mix­ 
ing money, and T. J. Cronin, his former 
partner, is to be a member of the aristo­ 
cratic l)aly company next season. There, 
too, will go Mrs. Yeamans, who com­ 
menced as a variety actress with It rri....u 
and Hart. 
James Lewis, the leading comedian of 
Daly’s company, made his first success and 
originally attracted the attention of Au­ 
gustin Daly as a burlesque actor at 1 inn 
Edwin’s theater. Stuart Hobson fir-ti m.e 
into notice :\s Captain Crosstree in ihe 
burlesque of “Black-EyedSusan,” in which 
Kitty Blanchard, afterward Mr-. McKee 
Rankin, was the William. 
Robson’s t iros.- - 
tree was something never to tic forgotten, 
and he has a fortune should he revive the 
old burlesque now.

It is related that Edwin Booth and Ed­ 
win Adams used to dance breakdowns in 
Australia a good many years ago, when 
fortune did not smile. 
But they are all at the top of the ladder 
now, and that they are is only auother 
evidence of the cathodcity of dramatic art. 
Mr. Howell and Master Brander Matthew; 
keep hammering away at it in a ort of 
dilutedly pessimistic manner, but neither 
they nor the other modem reformers of the 
stage seem to recognize the fact that act­ 
ing is just as much a matter of business as 
the selling of dry goods, and he who i - 
sharpest in presenting his wares get; tue 
largest profit. A chorus girl in one of 
Hoyt’s mildest absurdities may be a star 
two years hence. 
In dramatic art, as in 
commercial affairs, it is always tlie best 
and shrewdest man who wins.

In this State also we punish murderers, 
imprison pickpockets and send vagrants to 
work upon the highway. But the vendors 
of lottery tickets, the newspaper men who 
advertise lottery schemes and the agents 
who deal in blanks and prizes openly and 
in defiance of the law are not so much as 
warned. 
On tiie contrary, it Is probable 
th at half the officials, or more, whose duty 
it is to enforce the law against these 
offenders, at mere suggestion of the word 
lottery would go down into their pockets 
and pull up coupons to see if they held 
winning 
numbers. 
If New Jersey is 
worthy of reproach for partiality, what 
shall be said of the greater State, Cali­ 
fornia? 


Mk. A. J . D r e x k i. has added his own to 
the accumulating testimony th at the men 
of great wealth in this country are using 
th eir surplus means for the most beneficent 
of purposes. 
A calm survey of the century 
will disclose that wealth lias vastly added 
to the sura of human happiness and knowl­ 
edge. and has done a magnificent work for 
m ankind in the founding of schools, uni­ 
versities, libraries, training-schools, hospi­ 
tals, trade instruction dosses, art schools, 
mechanic art institutions, baths, homes for 
the destitute and the aged and weak, 
churches, orphanages, public works, etc.

On the second day of October the Con­ 
gress of A m erica» Nations is to assemble 
in the City of W ashington. 
The purpose 
is to consider th e m utuality of trade inter­ 
ests th at should exists between th e States 
of the two continents, but th at does not in 
practice develop. 
O ur own representa­ 
tives in th a t body are to be in the m inor­ 
ity from the outset. 
They will at once 
face the fact th at th e other States propose 
to buy where they can do the best, irre­ 
spective of the continental comity and the 
supposed goodfellowship between Am er­ 
ican Governments. 
As m atters now stand, 
the South American States buy most 
largely of England and Germany, and 
they will have to be convinced by power­ 
ful reasons to induce a change of the habit 
of half a century, and more. 
The repre­ 
sentatives of these States are men of the 
shrewdest business wisdom and political 
sense, and they will not at all be awed by 
th eir surroundings, or by the capacity of 
the men we have selected to meet them . 
W e m ight as well make up our minds now 
th at all the wooing is to come from our side, 
and th at our representatives have before 
them a most difficult task. 
U p to date, the 
Central American States have not named 
delegates, and should they refuse to do so, 
the situation will be most embarassing when 
the subject of the Nicaragua canal is 
reached. 
Before this convention will have 
concluded its labors, another, quite as im ­ 
portant, will have assembled in the same 
city—T he International M arine Congress. 
To this latter body will come delegates from 
G reat Britain, Germany, France, Italy, 
Denmark, Russia, Belgium, Mexico, Brazil, 
Chile, Costa Rica, Guatem ala, H aw aii, 
Japan, 
The 
N etherlands, 
N icaragua, 
Spain, Sweden and Norway, U raguay and 
Honduras. 
T he congress will have before 
it subjects of the most im portant character, 
and the very broadest concern. 
It is im ­ 
possible to foresee w hat will be the result 
of the deliberations of the representatives 
concerning the m arine navy of tiie world 
and the international ethics of the same, 
but we certainly have some reason to hope 
th at the m eeting of such a body of repre­ 
sentatives of the nations will result in a 
better understanding as to the aims and 
purposes of the respective Governments, in 
the cultivation of much brotherly feeling 
and in inspiring greater respect for each 
other. 


THE ELIXIR. 


BOUM-BOUH. 


D r. Barnsfather, of Cincinnati, warns all 
physicians to exercise the utmost caution 
in experim enting with the Brown-Sequard 
elixir.

the air we breathe. ‘Between them there is 
a constant life and death struggle for the 
mastery, and while our home friends are 
in the supremacy we rem ain in good 
health. 
W hen the saprophytes are in 
greater numbers we have sickness, and if 
they still increase in number we have th at 
condition to setup which eventually causes 
death. 
W hen we are dealing w ith any 
tiling which has been killed, in the course 
of an hour or two afterwards the sapro­ 
phytes from the atmosphere can be found 
in incredible numbers on it, and, as they 
propagate and 
m ultiply 
w ith fearless 
speed, it becomes a great question w hether 
after th a t tim e an injection of th at poison­ 
ous m aterial will not do more harm than 
good. 
T he doctor adds : 


All doctors know that the smallest portion of 
the fluid of a dead body, if it finds its way into 
a cut or abrasion,will inevitably produce blood- 
poisoning, and it does this throughjthe piomains 
formed by those death-dealing saprophytes 
The fluid for injection should never be more 
than an hour old when used, and then it ought 
always to be made in a vessel which is antisep­ 
tic and impervious to the surrounding air. 
Then the product will be perfectly harmless as 
tar as blood-poisoning is cjncerned. 


I t would be safe to say th at the present 
craze for the elixir will die out w ithin a 
year, and after th at tim e we will find no 
physician tvho will use it on a patient, un­ 
less as a tem porary 
stim ulant. 
It is 
opposed to all reason to look upon it as a 
reju Venator. 


T h e Sultan of Turkey has instructed 
his officials to treat the K urds w ith the 
utmost consideration, and to avoid all dif­ 
ficulty with them . 
W hat does this m ean? 
Sim ply th at the Porte fears th at Russia 
is watching closely for an excuse to make 
war, w ith a view to her old ambition, the 
re-establishment of the G reek Church at 
Constantinople, and to sweep away the 
last vestige of restriction upon him to the 
free navigation of the Dardanelles with 
his ships of war. 
Now if the Turks per­ 
m it the people of K urdistan to give any 
complaint Russia will seize upon it, as she 
did upon the persecution of the Bul­ 
garians, as a pretext for armed movements 
against Turkey. 
Turkey has jurisdiction 
over some 1,500,000 Kurds. 
Ia their 
vicinity Russia lias concentrated an un­ 
usually strong m ilitary force. 
Since the 
instruction of Turkey to her Armenian 
officials, and which was to have been a 
profound secret, has leaked out, it will not 
be surprising to hear of the Czar making 
that attem pted secrecy a cause for war. 
‘‘Between Russia and Turkey expect any­ 
thing,” runs the proverbial saying in E u­ 
rope, and it looks now as if expectation of 
the unusual is about to be gratified. 
K ur­ 
distan is a wall between Russia and por­ 
tions of A sia M inor that the T urk cannot 
afford to lose, and th at Persia does not 
wish him crowded from, for the K urd tribes 
are partly located in the latter country, 
and as they are a clannish, fierce and war­ 
like people, the nation th at succeeds in a t­ 
taching them to its banners will have a 
powerful ally, w ith its wings resting in 
Persia on the south and Asiatic Turkey on 
the. northwest. Turkey now realizes th at if 
the Kurds are at all provoked hv the 
petty tyrranny of any of her officials to com­ 
m it outrages 
upon the 
Christians 
of 
Armenia, Russia will do as] she did in 
the vase of the Bulgarians in 1878. 
T ur­ 
kish orders, therefore, to treat the Kurds 
with consideration, are issued with a view 
of restraining them from a recent dispo­ 
sition to make it uncomfortable for Chris- 
tiaus in th at part of Asia Minor. 


T he n ig R ailro ad T an k . 


T he w ork on the big railroad w ater tank, 
adj lining th e calaboose, is advancing con­ 
siderably, and it w ill soon be com pleted. 
It will be a m ore extensive affair th an one 
w ouldsuppose, and will hold 17 000 gal­ 
lons. 
T he foundation on w hich th e tank 
is to rest is a m ost substantial one. 
T he 
w orkm en dug dow n about sight or n ine 
feet, and then m ade tw elve large concreto 
piles, and af er the concrete 
hardened 
earth and stone were throw n around them . 
These concrete piles are surm ounted by an 
iron plate, fastened to them hv iron bars 
ru n n in g through the concrete. 
On the 
plates will rest twelve iron pillars, tw elve 
teet in length, and all connected by iron 
rods. On top of these large oak timbers 
will be secured and on these the tank will 
red. This foundation will hold up an 
enormous weight.— Folsom Telegraph

“ No, no, no.”

EL RIO REY. 


He Ilreaks the T hree-quarter Record 
W hile Carrying 120 Founds. 
T he telegraph brings th e new s of another 
victory for th e Sacram ento colt, E l Rio 
Rey. 
Y esterday a t M orris P ark, New 
Y ork, he w on th e 
rich W hite P lains 
H andicap. 
T his was a sw eepstakes o f $100 
each, h a lf forfeit, w ith $5,000 added, of 
w hich $1,000 w ent to th e second horse and 
$500 to th e th ird . 
T he Aace closed w ith 
216 entries. 
H orses declared ou t on the 
day before the date for th e race was nam ed 
were taxed only $25, and those declared by 
A ugust 1st only $10. 
I t is im possible to 
tell w hen th e declarations w ere m ade, but 
as eleven horses started there w ere 255 
th a t paid forfeit. 
Possibly som e paid the 
full h alf ($50); b at, assum ing th at all got 
off w ith $10 each, the 
forfeits 
w ould 
am o u n t to $2,350. 
T his, added to the 
$1,000 |>nt up for th e ten other starters, and 
the $3,50J of th e stakes th at leil to the 
w inner, w ould m ake his w innings $7,850. 
It is safe to say, how ever, th at the am o u u t 
was nearer double th at sum . 
T he distance was three-quarters of a 
m ile, arid the cam e Sacram ento tw o-year- 
old carried the top w eight of 126 pounds 
against the crack colts of th e country. 
A nd he n ot only carried th at extrem e 
w eight, b u t actually broke 
th e record. 
P rior to this m eeting, th e fastest tim e was 
1:13, m ade by Forco (five years) at L ouis­ 
ville on Septem ber 24. 1883, carrying 121 
pounds, and also by Tom Hood (lour years) 
a ’ Louisville on Septem ber 19, 1888, ta rry ­ 
ing 115 pounds. 
A lew days ago T ipstaff 
broke this record dow n to ' 1:12 at N orris 
Park, and now com es th e g allant son of 
N orfolk and M arrion, cutting off another 
second w hile carrying 126 p m nds. 
T his is a glorious victory for Mr. W in ­ 
ters' colt, w hich has m et th e best in the 
land, com m encing at St. Louis and follow­ 
ing the circuit through to New Y ork, and 
wi b o u t encountering defeat. 
W hile it 
looks as though E l R io R ey were capable 
of w ithstanding alm ost an y penalty th at 
his victories m ight inflict upon his future 
efforts, still it w ould be expecting too m uch 
of him t i a-sum e th at he w iil not have to 
low er his colors before the season closes. 
T he best of horses are liable to have “ off” 
days, and tírese m ay yet com e to him , but 
th u s far he stands peerless in the annals of 
the tu rf—the equine sensation of the year. 
Sacram ento is proud of El Rio Key, and his 
ow ner is to-day (in som equarte-s) regarded 
as a bigger m an th an th e President.

Nicene and A thanasian Creeds needs no 
argum ent. 
There is a ‘difference,’ though 
no ‘inequality,’ and it is specially im por­ 
tant, m view ot th at better and more rever­ 
ent I nitarianism*which continues to abide 
bv the words of Holy Scripture, that this 
‘difference’ should be emphasized, above all 
things, not denied.

The doc­ 
trine of the Son’s subordination as taught 
by all the Catholic fathers (see Bishop 
Bull, lief. Nic. iv. 2, 51; I.iddon’s B. Lee., 
p. 199; Newman's A nans, p. 170,) and as 
stated in the Nicene Creed, though unfor­ 
tunately obscured in our version, is the 
‘key of knowledge’ for unlocking such ap­ 
parent difficulties of Holy Scripture.

T he Observer (Pres.) says: “A pirate’s 
flag was nailed to the almost inaccessible 
steeple of a church on Long Island, and 
the Christian Register intim ates that, though 
it may he difficult to remove th at flag, vet 
it fears ‘it will occasion more trouble to the 
Presbyterian Church to haul down its ob­ 
jectionable standards than to remove the 
malicious symbol from this church.’ 
W e 
can assure our contemporary th at it will be 
some years before any ‘objectionable stand­ 
ards’ of the Presbyterian Church are 
hauled down. 
It will keep the old colors 
hoisted for some while to come.” 
F ath er M cDermott, of the O rder of the 
Holy Ghost, Pittsburg, Pa., says of the 
school for colored hoys, which the gener­ 
osity of Miss K ate Drexel is enabling him 
to establish in Philadelphia, th at the loca­ 
tion has not 
been 
definitely decided; 
neither has he drawn up any plans as to 
the programme of studies. 
The school, he 
said, will be an industrial one, where 
colored youths, besides receiving a good 
practical education, will be trained in the 
different trades and industrial arts. There 
will be a chapel in connection w ith the 
school, where the hoys will attend services 
at stated times. 
The Watchman (Baptist) responds to the 
declaration of the Boston Herald “that the 
old (Calvanistic) faith still m aintains a 
firm foothold only ia districts where the 
present religious thought has not pene­ 
trated,” as follows: “It is assumed that 
sceptics and agnostics are theonlv ones who 
do any thinking. 
It is further assumed 
th at nobody would hold the system, save 
from ignorance of what is w ritten against 
it. 
Botli assumptions are as absurd as 
they are offensive. 
Be it known that 
Renan and K uenen and W ellhausen and 
th eir Broad-Church pupils are read by 
scholars and thinkers who weigh their pre­ 
tensions and find them wanting. 
T he 
destructive critics do not monopolize learn­ 
ing and thought.” 


The Independent quotes the Pacific as 
saying: 
“The American Board is denom­ 
inational—utterly so in its origin ; par­ 
tially so in its history; most largely so 
in its resources; and fitly so in its equi­ 
ties.'' 
And on this the Independent re­ 
marks : 
“If this be so, the less said about 
it the better. 
And yet the Pacific goes on 
to say th at the action of the Board in send­ 
ing out some Presbyterians as missiona­ 
ries, and in opposing the union of the 
Congregational and Presbyterian mission 
churches in Japan is ‘intolerable,’ and that 
‘those who are aggrieved by it should be 
inquiring for a remedy and acting for re­ 
lief.’ 
It adds: 
‘It is high time that the 
Board should consent to appoint hereafter 
none but Congregationalists as missiona­ 
ries, and to throw w hatever influence it 
can consistently exert heartily in favor of 
the Congregational polity in all mission­ 
ary fields.’ 
The Pacific has been trying 
for months to get up a crusade against the 
American Board because it is not sectarian 
enough. 
But we have not noticed th at 
anybody else gets red in the face. 
We 
think the Board will never refuse to ap­ 
point good men because they are Presby­ 
terians. 
W e presume a big fraction of 
the Congregational pastors of the Pacific 
Coast have been invited from the Presby­ 
terian Church.” 


The Christian Inquirer 
(Bapt.) says: 
“D uring a short ride w ith, a visitor to the 
city we had occasion to point out two east 
side mission halls, m aintained by two of the 
n ost prominent Episcopalian churches of 
New York—Holy T rinity and St. Barthol­ 
omew’s. 
W e described to him the work 
done in th at supported by the latter church 
—work like th a t of any down-town mis­ 
sion, aggressively evangelistic. 
O ur friend 
had not been used to seeing such aspects of 
Christian work among Episcopalians, and 
indeed, they show th at Episeopalianism in 
New York is a different thing from what 
it is in the country at large. 
I t is much 
more evangelistic in its methods. 
These 
mi sion halls are a case in p o in t; special 
evangelistic services advertised by ‘dodg­ 
ers’ are another; prayer meetings a re a 
third. 
Yes, regular ‘prayer and confer­ 
ence meetings,’ for extemporaneous prayer. 
W e have attended one in the chapel of an 
Episcopalian Church, and led the meeting 
in prayer at the request of the leader. 
Is 
the wonderful growth of th at denomina­ 
tion in our city any wonder ? 
In most 
places the Episcopalians develop certain 
weil-kpown forms of religious iife, leaving 
all other directions to be exploited by 
other sects. 
H ere they make themselves 
felt in every direction. 
T heir purpose of 
absorbing other Protestant denominations 
looks ridiculous enough, but if we don’t 
look out they will do it in this city before 
we know it.” 


The Church of To-day (P. E.) says: 
“W ith many clergymen the prevalent cus­ 
tom of church entertainm ents—of raising 
money for the parish through amusements 
of one kind or another, has been one of 
deep concern and searchings of heart. The 
practice is so genera!, and rectors taking [ 
charge of new cures find it so firmly estab-1 
lished, that although doubting its wisdom, 
and its agreement with the true spirit of 
Christianity, they hesitate upon either 
forbidding or discountenancing i t ; and 
often the parish treasury is in such a de­ 
pleted condition, and the revenue of the seven years old? The rem ains 


in our Prayer-Book was really only a 
clerical or printer’s error for ‘w ithout anv 
difference or inequality,’ which is not only 
the correct, almost literal, translation, but 
represents also the true doctrine as taught 
by the Church elsewhere? 
In view of the 
nearness of the General Convention and 
the opportunity afforded in the report on 
Prayer-Book revision to consider this ques­ 
tion, 1 trust you will give this letter an 
early place in your columns.” 
The Rev. Joseph K. W ight of New 
Ham burg, writes to the Evangelist what 
th at journal calls a well-considered letter 
on the proposed revision of the Presbyte­ 
rian Confession of F aith. 
Mr. W ight 
thinks revision to be a necessity. 
“The 
reasons for it are first, to make tiie confes­ 
sion more scriptural. 
The purpose and 
intent of its authors was to make it so, 
and in many respects it is adm irably and 
em inently scriptural. 
But the pivotal 
center of the confession is God’s eternal 
decree of election, while the pivotal cen­ 
ter of the Bible is God’s eternal plan of 
mercy. 
The distinction may seem slight. 
In many cases they run parallel, so much 
so, th at we accept the one for the other. 
B ut there is, and will he, friction, until we 
move our base slightly nearer to the true 
Biblical center. Second, we need this ad­ 
justm ent to make our confession more 
truly a confession for our whole church. If 
there is anything w hich the Presbyterian 
Church responds heartily to, it is ‘Thus 
saith the Lord.’ 
The Bible as the rule of 
faith is our sheet anchor, more than any 
expression of its meaning which man can 
possibly make. 
If we try to come more 
into line and harm ony with this funda­ 
m ental principle, it is an indication of 
good, rather 
than any swerving from 
the stability of our doctrine or polity. 
And 
here 
is 
the 
grand, 
unifying 
center, not for ourselves only, b u t' for 
the whole Church of God. 
The inspired 
rather than the historic is the platform on 
which alone we can meet. 
To many, even 
of those who are in favor of revision, I 
may seem to have said enough. 
To sug­ 
gest anything more than that which seems 
absolutely essential and necessary tnav 
seem like spoiling a good cauce. 
But I 
have often felt a strong desire for a brief, 
clear and evangelical statem ent of our doc­ 
trine and polity—something which could 
not be bought for a few pence and circu­ 
lated freely. 
To he sure, there is the 
Shorter Catechism, which can be put to 
this service, but often a D eclarative State­ 
ment would he better. I t would be a great 
good from this discussion if we could get a 
clearer idea of w hat a confession is for. If 
it be to tie up to stringent orthdoxy, then 
it m ight take one form ; but if it" be for 
practical use in giving a clear idea of w hat 
we wish others to believe, it would take 
quite a different form. 
Something of th :s 
latter kind weshould like to see attem pted. 
Besides its uses in the general way of cir­ 
culation, it should he put in the hands of 
all our church members. 
I t would be an 
especial help to the eldership, and it is 
hoped would be so drawn up as to meet 
w ith their hearty approval; and if any 
should prefer i t . i t m ight he an optional 
confession for the m inistry also.”

The citizen 
who is well informed concerning the spirit 
of the Northern States—so called—will be 
more amused than surprised by the exprés 
t-ion of the New Orleans paper. 


A n interesting essay by an Eastern con 
temporary takes the position that suicide 
is increasing to an alarming rate. We are 
inclined to think that the statistics will 
not bear out the assertion. There is diffi­ 
culty, however, in arriving at the figures 
for the earlier centuries, but it lias seemed 
to us that life is held at higher value in 
the nineteenth century than in the earlier 
ones, and that there is not more of self­ 
destruction now than, say in the seven­ 
teenth and eighteenth centuries propor­ 
tionately. In these days publicity is given 
to all events of this kind, and therefore 
there is a seeming of increase of suicide. 
It would be an interesting 6tudy for some 
accomplished statistician to make research 
in this matter and evolve reliable state­ 
ments of fact concerning it. 


T h e New York Herald exclaims: 
Alas, Jersey ! Why do you discriminate ? A 
pickpocket is sent to prison on the limited ex­ 
prese ; a murderer feels the rope twitch before 
the first witness takes the stand. But Ihe gam­ 
bler allows his thumb to rest on the tip ol hie 
nose, while his fingers in rapid motion indicate 
defiance. 
But how much better ofl' is Californa ? 
In this State also we punish murderers, 
imprison pickjiockets and send vagrants to 
work upon the highway. Rut the vendors 
of lottery tickets, the newspaper men who 
advertise lottery schemes and the agents 
who deal in blanks and prizes openly and 
in defiance of the law are not so much as 
warned. On the contrary, it is probable 
that half the officials, or more, whose duty 
It is to euforce the law against these 
oflenders, at mere suggestion of the word 
lottery would go down into their pocket9 
and pull up coupons to see if they held 
winning numbers. 
If New Jersey is 
worthy of reproach for partiality, what 
shall be said of the greater State, Cali­ 
fornia ? 
Mk. A. J. Drexei. has added his own to 
the accumulating testimony that the men 
of great wealth in this country are using 
their surplus means for the most beneficent 
of purposes. A calm survey of the century 
will disclose that wealth has vastly added 
to the sum of human happiness and knowl­ 
edge, and has done a magnificent work for 
mankind in the founding of schools, uni­ 
versities, libraries, training-schools, hospi­ 
tals, trade instruction classes, art schools, 
mechanic art institutions, baths, homes for 
the destitute and the aged and weak, 
churches, orphanages, publie works, etc. 
Mr. Drexel’s is the latest of the great bene- 
factionsof theday. Helias donated and set 
aside a million and a half of money to build 
an industrial institute in the city of Phila­ 
delphia. It will be planned to accommo­ 
date a thousand girls by day and a thou­ 
sand boys by night. These will be taught 
self-helpfulness, and that without money 
and without price being asked from them. 
They are not to be preached at and 
lectured, but are to l>e thoroughly taught 
how to do useful and supporting things, to 
accomplish at least the rudiments of manv 
trades. It is believed that in three year»’ 
time a girl by day instruction, and in four 
years’ time a boy by partial day and even­ 
ing instruction, can be taught callings in 
this institute that will enable them to be 
independent of assistance, and yet that in 
the meantime they will not bo so with­ 
drawn from wsge-earning that they will not 
1* able to study and to contribute to the 
support of themselves in eases where they 
have not homes. The great neeii of the 
times is education in the line of self-help­ 
fulness and for the building up of our 
land in skilled industries with skilled 
workers of our own raising. The labor 
unions have told us repeatedly that the 
excuse for the importation of skilled work­ 
men from Europe is the fact that our 
own youth are not taught trades well and 
oroughly. 
The beneficence of Mr. 
in the direction of removing 


On the second day of October the Con­ 
gress of America® Nations is to assemble 
in the City of Washington. The purpose 
is to consider the mutuality of trade inter­ 
ests that should exists between the States 
of the two continents, but that does not in 
practice develop. 
Our own representa­ 
tives in that body are to be in the minor­ 
ity from the outset. They will at once 
face the fact that the other States propose 
to buy where they can do the best, irre­ 
spective of the continental comity and the 
supposed goodfellowship between Amer­ 
ican Governments. As matters now stand, 
the South American States buy most 
largely of England and Germany, and 
they will have to be convinced by power­ 
ful reasons to induce a change of the habit 
of hall a century, and more. The repre­ 
sentatives of these States are men of the 
shrewdest business wisdom and political 
sense, and they will not at all be awed by 
their surroundings, or by the capacity cf 
the men we have selected to meet them. 
We might as well make up our minds now 
that all the wooing is to come from our side, 
and that our representatives have before 
them a most difficult task. Up to date, the 
Central American States have not named 
delegates, and should they refuse to do so, 
the situation will be most embarassing when 
the subject of the Nicaragua canal is 
reached. Before this convention will have 
concluded its labors, another, quite as im­ 
portant, will have assembled in the 6ame 
city—The International Marine Congress. 
To this latter body will come delegates irom 
Great Britain, Germany, France, Italy, 
Denmark, Russia, Belgium, Mexico, Brazil, 
Chile, Costa Rica, Guatemala, Hawaii, 
Japan, The Netherlands, Nicaragua, 
Spain, Sweden and Norway, Uraguay and 
Honduras. The congress will have before 
it subjects of the most important character, 
and the very broadest concern. It is im­ 
possible to foresee what will be the result 
of the deliberations of the representatives 
concerning the marine navy of the world 
and the international ethics of the same, 
but we certainly have some reason to hope 
that the meeting of such a body of repre­ 
sentatives of the nations will result in a 
better understanding as to the aims and 
purposes of the respective Governments, in 
the cultivation of much brotherly feeling 
and in inspiring greater respect for each 
other. 


BOUM-BOUtf. 


THE ELIXIR. 


Dr. Barnsfather, of Cincinnati, warns all 
physicians to exercise the utmost caution 
in experimenting with the Brown-Sequard 
elixir. He says there is danger of blood- 
poisoning unless great care is taken in the 
preparation of the fluid to be injected. We 
have in our system many micro-organisms 
which carry on the processes of life and 
digestion, and which 
antagonize the

the air we breathe. ‘Between them there is 
a constant life and death struggle for the 
mastery, and while our home friends are 
in the supremacy we remain in good 
health. When the saprophytes are in 
greater numbers we have sickness, and if 
they still increase in number we have that 
condition to setup which eventually causes 
death. When we are dealing with any 
thing which has been killed, in the course 
of an hour or two afterwards the sapro­ 
phytes from the atmosphere can be found 
in incredible numbers on it, and, as tliey 
propagate and multiply with fearless 
speed, it becomes a great question whether 
after that time an injection of that poison­ 
ous material will not do more harm than 
good. The doctor adds : 
All doctors know that the smallest portion of 
the fluid of a dead body, if it finds its way into 
a rut or abrasion,will inevitably produce blood- 
poisoning, and it does this throughjthe piomains 
formed by those death-dealing saprophytes 
The fluid for injection should never be more 
thau an hour old when used, and then it ought 
always to be made in a vessel which is antisep­ 
tic and impervious to the surrounding air. 
Then the product will be perfectly harmless as 
tar as blood-poisoning is cancerned. 
It would be safe to say that the present 
craze for the elixir will die out within a 
year, and after that time we will find no 
physician who will use it on a patient, un­ 
less as a temporary stimulant. It is 
opposed to all reason to look upon it as a 
rejuvenator. 


T h e Sultan of Turkey has instructed 
his officials to treat the Kurds with the 
utmost consideration, and to avoid all dif­ 
ficulty with them. What does this mean? 
Simply that the Porte fears that Russia 
is watching closely for an excuse to make 
war, with a view to her old ambition, the 
re-establishment of the Greek Church at 
Constantinople, and to sweep awav the 
last vestige of restriction upon him to the 
free navigation of the Dardanelles with 
his ships of war. Now if the Turks per­ 
mit the people of Kurdistan to give anv 
complaint Russia will seize upon it, as she 
did upon the persecution of the Bul­ 
garians, as a pretext for armed movements 
against Turkey. Turkey has jurisdiction 
over some 1,000,000 Kurds. 
Ia their 
vicinity Russia lias concentrated an un­ 
usually strong military force. Since the 
instruction of Turkey to her Armenian 
officials, and which was to have been a 
profound secret, has leaked out, it will not 
be surprising to hear of the Czar making 
that attempted secrecy a cause for war. 
“Between Russia and Turkey expect any­ 
thing,” runs the proverbiai saying in Eu­ 
rope, and it looks now as if expectation of 
the unusual is about to be gratified. Kur­ 
distan is a wall between Russia and por­ 
tions of Asia Minor that the Turk cannot 
aflbrd to lose, and that Persia does not 
wish him crowded from,for the Kurd trilies 
are partly located in the latter country, 
and as they are a clannish, fierce and war­ 
like people, the nation that succeeds in at­ 
taching them to its banners will have a 
powerful ally, with its wings resting in 
Persia on the south and Asiatic Turkey on 
the northwest, Turkey now realizes that if 
the Kurds are at all provoked by the 
petty tyrranny of any of her officials to com­ 
mit outrages upon the Christians of 
Armenia, Russia will do as] she did in 
the *ase of the Bulgarians in 1878. Tur­ 
kish orders, therefore, to treat the Kurds 
with consideration, are issued with a view 
of restraining them from a recent dispo­ 
sition to make it uncomfortable for Chris­ 
tians in that part of Asia Minor. 


The Dig R ailroad Tank. 
The work on the big railroad water tank, 
a>ij lining thp calab^o-e. is advancing con­ 
siderably, and it will soon be completed. 
It will be a more extensive affair than one 
would suppose, and will hold 17.0U0 gal­ 
lons. The foundation on which the tank 
is to rest is a most substantial one. The 
workmen dug down about tight or nine 
feet, and theu made twelve large concrete 
piles, and at'er ihe coucrete hardened 
earth and stone were thrown around them. 
These coucrete piles are surmounted by an 
iron plate, fastened to them by iron bars, 
running through the concrete. On the 
plates will rest twelve iron pillars, twelve 
leet in length, and all connected by iron 
rods. On top of these large oak timbers 
will be secured and on these the tank will 
re-t. This foundation wiil hold up an 
enormous weight.—Folsom Telegraph.

IS RELIGION'S REALM. 
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He U reaks the T hree-quarter Record 
W hile C arrying 120 Founds. 
The telegraph brings the news of another 
victory for the Sacramento colt, El Rio 
Rey. Yesterday at Morris Park, New 
York, he won the rich White Plains 
Handicap. This was a sweepstakes of $100 
each, half forfeit, with $5,000 added, of 
which $1,000 went to the second horse and 
$500 to the third. The ^ace closed with 
246 entries. Horses declared out on the 
day before the date for the race was named 
were taxed only $25, and those declared by 
August 1st only $10. It is impassible to 
tell when the declarations were made, hut 
as eleven horses started there were 255 
that paid forfeit. Possibly some paid the 
full half ($50); bat, assuming that all get 
off with $10 each, the forfeits would 
amount to $2,350. Tnis, added to the 
$1,000 put up for the ten other starters, and 
the $5,500 of the stakes that iell to the 
winner, would make his winnings $7,850. 
It is safe to say, however, that the amount 
was nearer double that sum. 
The distance was three-quarters of a 
mile, and the uatne Sacramento two-year- 
old carried the top weight of 126 pounds 
against the crack colts of the country. 
And he not only carried that extreme 
weight, but actually broke the record. 
Prior to this meeting, the fastest time was 
1:13, made by Force (five years) at Louis­ 
ville on September 24, 1883, carrying 121 
pounds, and also by Tom Hood (lour years) 
at Louisville on September 19, 1888, carry­ 
ing 115 pounds. A lew days agoTipsta’ff 
broke this record down to 1:12 at Norris 
Park, and now comes the gallant son of 
Norfolk and Marrion, cutting off another 
second while carrying 126 piunda. 
This is a glorious victory for Mr. W in­ 
ters’ colt, which has met the best in the 
land, commencing at St. Louis and follow­ 
ing the circuit through to New York, and 
wi hout encountering defeat. While it 
looks as though El Rio Rey were capable 
of withstanding almost any penalty that 
his victories might infiict upon hia future 
efiorts, still it would be eipectingtoo much 
of him t i assume that he wiil not have to 
lower his colors before the season closes. 
The best of horses are liable to have “off" 
days, and these may yet come to him, but 
thus for he stands peerless in the annals of 
the turf—the equine sensation of the year. 
Sacramento is proud of El Rio Rey, and his 
owner is to-day (in some quarters) regarded 
as a bigger man than the President.

Savs Professor Swing, who has just been 
elected a trustee of a Methodist college, 
speaking of the contest of reason with 
Christianity, 
“ Whether anything of 
Christianity will remain, is the important 
and painful question.” 
The Canadian Freeman says: 
“His 
Grace, the Archbishop of St. Ronifiee, 
Mgr. Tache, is the owner of a precious 
souvenir given him by Sir E. P. Tache, 
the President of the Quebec Conference in 
1864. It is the inkstand used by the 
father of the Confederation in deciding 
the destinies of the new Dominion. This 
inkstand lias been placed on the table at 
the Council of Bishops held at St. Boni- 
fice, and was used by their Lordships in 
signing the first decrees issued bv their 
body.” 
The New York Christian Advocate says: 
“A young man who plays the cornet for a 
colored Methodist church in New York, 
was asked the other day whether visitors 
would be welcome in that church on a cer­ 
tain Sabbath. His answer was: ‘We are 
closed for the summer.’ This is some­ 
what amusing. Perhaps not one of the 
families in this church has gone to the 
country, and there does not seem to be 
the slightest occasion for suspending re­ 
ligious services; but fashions set by 
wealthy churches will spread everywhere, 
whether they be good or bad.” 
The Observer (Pres.) says: “A pirate’s 
flag was nailed to the almost inaccessible 
steeple of a church on Long Island, and 
the Christian Register intimates that, though 
it may lie difficult to remove that flag, yet 
it fears ‘it will occasion more trouble to the 
Presbyterian Church to haul down its ob­ 
jectionable standards than to remove the 
malicious symbol from this church.’ We 
can assure our contemporary that it will be 
some years before any ‘objectionable stand­ 
ards’ of the Presbyterian Church are 
hauled down. It will keep the old colors 
hoisted for some while to come.” 
Father McDermott, of the Order of the 
Holy Ghost, Pittsburg, Pa., says of the 
school for colored boys, which the gener­ 
osity of Miss Kate Drexei is enabling him 
to establish in Philadelphia, that the loca­ 
tion has not been definitely decided; 
neither has he drawn up any plans as to 
the programme of studies. The school, he 
said, will be an industrial one, where 
colored youths, besides receiving a good 
practical education, will be trained in the 
different trades and industrial arts. There 
will be a chapel in connection with the 
school, where the boys will attend services 
at stated times. 
The Watchman (Baptist) responds to the 
declaration of the Boston Herald “that the 
old (Calvanistic) faith still maintains a 
firm foothold only in districts where the 
present religious thought has not pene­ 
trated,” as follows: “It is assumed that 
sceptics and agnostics are theonly ones who 
do any thinking. It is further assumed 
that nobody would hold the system, save 
from ignorance of what is written against 
it. Both assumptions are as absurd as 
they are offensive. Be it known that 
Renan and Kuenen and Wellhausen and 
their Broad-Church pupils are read by 
scholars and thinkers who weigh their pre­ 
tensions and find them wanting. 
The 
destructive critics do not monopolize learn­ 
ing and thought.” 
The Independent quotes the Pacific as 
saying : “The American Board is denom­ 
inational—utterly so in its origin ; par­ 
tially so in its history; most largely so 
in its resources; and fitly so in its equi­ 
ties.” 
And on this the Independent re­ 
marks : 
“If this be so, the less said about 
it the better. 
And yet the Pacific goes on 
to say that the action of the Board in send­ 
ing out some Presbyterians as missiona­ 
ries, land in opposing the union of the 
Congregational and Presbyterian mission 
churches in Japan is ‘intolerable,’and that 
‘those who are aggrieved by it should be 
inquiring for a remedy and acting for re­ 
lief.’ It adds : 
‘It is high time that the 
Board should consent to appoint hereafter 
none but Congregationalists as missiona­ 
ries, and to throw whatever influence it 
can consistently exert heartily in favor of 
the Congregational polity in all mission­ 
ary fields.’ 
The Pacific lias been trying 
for months to get up a crusade against the 
American Board because it is not sectarian 
enough. Blit we have not noticed that 
anybody else gets red in the face. We 
think the Board will never refuse to ap­ 
point good men because they are Presby­ 
terians. 
We presume a big fraction of 
the Congregational pastors of the Pacific 
Coast have been invited from the Presby­ 
terian Church.” 
The Christian Inquirer (Bapt.) says: 
“During a short ride with a visitor to the 
city we had occasion to point out two east 
side mission halls, maintained by two of the 
n ost prominent Episcopalian churches of 
New York—Holy Trinity and St. Barthol­ 
omew’s. We described to him the work 
done in that supported by the latter church 
—work like that of any down-town mis­ 
sion, aggressively evangelistic. Our friend 
had not been used to seeing such aspects of 
Christian work among Episcopalians, and 
indeed, they show that Episcopalianism in 
New York is a different thing from what 
it is in the country at large. It is much 
more evangelistic in its methods. These 
mi sion halls are a case in point; special 
evangelistic services advertised by ‘dodg­ 
ers’ are another; prayer meetings are a 
third. Yes, regular ‘prayer and confer­ 
ence meetings,’ for extemporaneous prayer. 
We have attended one in the chapel of an 
Episcopalian Church, and led the meeting 
in prayer at the request of the leader. Is 
the wonderful growth of that denomina­ 
tion in our city any wonder ? In most 
places the Episcopalians develop certain 
well-kpown forms of religious life, leaving 
all other directions to be exploited by 
other sects. Here they make themselves 
felt in every direction. Their purpose of 
absorbing other Protestant denominations 
looks ridiculous enough, but if we don’t 
look out they will do it in this city before 
we know it.” 
The Church of To-day (P. E.) says: 
“With many clergymen the prevalent cus­ 
tom of church entertainments—of raising 
money for the parish through amusements 
of one kind or another, has been one of 
deep concern and searchings of heart. The 
practice is so general, and rectors taking j 
charge of new cures find it so firmly estab-1 
lished, that although doubting its wisdom, 
and its agreement with the true spirit of 
Christianity, they hesitate upon either 
forbidding or discountenancing it ; aud 
often the parish treasury is in such a de­ 
pleted condition, and the revenue of the 
church from the ordinary somces of pew- 
rents and offerings is so inadequate,that some 
scheme for raising money seems necessary for 
the financial well-being of the parish. And 
the indorsement of the methods in vogue 
becomes more needful if extraordinary ex­ 
penses are to lie assumed, such as repairs 
or rebuilding or furnishing anew any of 
the parish buildings. Yet, with a full 
sense of all this upon them, there isa very 
general doubt among the clergy if this be 
the wisest and best manner of getting the 
needed funds. For beside the obscuration 
of the true principle of Christian gi;ing, 
the ordinary church fair or bazaar or enter-! 
tainment is open to the objection and abuse ' 
that are liable to overtake all forms of j 
worldly pleasure. It is true that many of 
the glaringly objectionable features of 
these entertainments, such as raffles, tames 
of chance, etc., have been eliminated from 
them, yet there remains enough to give 
uneasiness, if not sorrow, to a sober Chris­ 
tian conscience. The Church is accused of 
indorsing and using for its own gain what 
it readily condemns when divorced from a j 
pious end, and the accusation is danger- j 
ouslv near the truth. The world is very j 
quick to see the inconsistency, and many 
Christians are put to the bhish when try 
ing to defend in the Church what they 
condemn in the world.” 
The Rev. Walker Gwynne says in a let- j 
ter to the Churchman : “About a year ago 
Dr. Hayman, in a brief note to the Eeclest- 
astical Register, London, called attention to 
what seems to be a manifest slip in the 


Proper Preface for Trinity Sundav. Our 
own Prayer-Book, in common with the 
English, speaks here of the Three Persons 
in the adorable Trinity as ‘without anv 
difference or inequality/ That this is not 
the teaching of Holy Scripture or of the 
Nieene and Athanasian Creeds needs no 
argument. There is a ‘difference,’ though 
no ‘inequality,’ and it is specially impor­ 
tan t,^ view of that better and more rever­ 
ent Unitarianismjwhich continues to abide 
bv the words of Holy Scripture, that this 
‘difference’ should be emphasized, above all 
things, not denied. * * * The doc­ 
trine of the Son’s subordination as taught 
by all the Catholic fathers (see Bishop 
Bull, Def. Nic. iv. 2, if ; Liddon’s B. la*!, 
p. 199; Newman’s Anans, p. 170,) and as 
stated in the Nieene Creed, though unfor­ 
tunately obscured in our version, is the 
‘key of knowledge’ for unlocking such ap­ 
parent difficulties of Holy Scripture. 
It 
ought certainly, therefore,'not to be ‘taken 
away,’ or even put in the background, 
with the mistaken idea that we can therebv 
the better defend the central truth of tiie 
Homoousion. It is very singular that the 
original of the preface in the Sartim Mis­ 
sal, as in the Saeramentary of Gelasins, is 
Sine differentia discretionis. Does it not 
seem, then, as if the corresponding phrase 
in our Prayer-Book was really onlv a 
clerical or printer’» error for ‘without anv 
difference or inequality,’ which is not only 
the correct, almost literal, translation, but 
represents also the true doctrine as taught 
by the Church elsewhere ? In view of the 
nearness of the General Convention and 
the opportunity afforded in the report on 
Prayer-Book revision to consider this ques­ 
tion, I trust you will give this letter an 
early place in your columns.” 
The Rev. Joseph K. Wight of New 
Hamburg, writes to the Emngelist what 
that journal calls a well-considered letter 
on the proposed revision of the Presbyte­ 
rian Confession of Faith. Mr. Wight 
thinks revision to be a necessitv. “The 
reasons for it are first, to make the confes­ 
sion more scriptural. The purpose and 
intent of its authors was to make it so, 
and in many respects it is admirably and 
eminently scriptural. 
But the p'ivotal 
center of the confession is God’s eternal 
decree of election, while the pivotal cen­ 
ter of the Bible is God’s eternal plan of 
mercy. The distinction may seem slight. 
In many cases they run parallel, so much 
so, that we accept the one for the other. 
But there is, and will he, friction, until we 
move our base slightly nearer to the true 
Biblical center. Second, we need this ad­ 
justment to make our confession more 
truly a confession for our whole church. If 
there is anything which the Presbyterian 
Church responds heartily to, it is ‘Thus 
saith the Lord.’ The Bible as the rule of 
faith is onr sheet anchor, more than any 
expression of its meaning which man can 
possibly make. If we try to come more 
into line and harmony with this funda­ 
mental principle, it is an indication of 
good, rather than any swerving from 
the stability* of our doctrine or polity 
And here 
is 
the 
grand, unifying 
center, not for ourselves only, but’ for 
the whole Church of God. The inspired 
rather than the historic is the platform on 
which alone we can meet. To many, even 
of those who are in favor of revision, I 
may seem to have said enough. To sug­ 
gest anything more than that which seems 
absolutely essential and necessary mav 
seem like spoiling a good cauce. But I 
have often felt a strong desire for a brief, 
clear and evangelical statement of our doc­ 
trine and polity—something which could 
not be bought for a few pence and circu­ 
lated freely. To be sure, there is the 
Shorter Catechism, which can be put to 
this service, but often a Declarative State­ 
ment would be better. It would be a great 
good from this discussion if we could get a 
clearer idea of what a confession is for. If 
it be to tie up to stringent orthdoxv, then 
it might take one form; but if it' be for 
practical use in giving a clear idea of what 
we wish others to believe, it would take 
quite a different form. Something of tlrs 
latter kind weshoultl like to see attempted. 
Besides its uses in the general way of cir­ 
culation, it should be put in the hands of 
all our church members. It would be an 
especial help to the eldership, and it is 
hoped would be so drawn up as to meet 
with their hearty approval; and if anv 
should prefer it, it might be an optional 
confession for the ministry also.”

THIRTY EA RS AGO. 


WILLIAM M. GWIN’S ADVENT IN CALI­ 
FORNIA POLITICS. 


T he T rial of th e *• H ounds " ill San I nin- 
cisco—F ran k P ixley and Senator 
B rod erick —L ocal E vents. 


t is impossible, in these chronicles of 
past events, to avoid frequent reference to 
the great political campaign of 1859, which 
was fought by the giant intellects of the 
State, and so vigorously as to completely 
overshadow all else. The two central gla­ 
diators were, of course, Gwin and Broder­ 
ick. And it may interest those who came 
to California in later years to learn some­ 
thing of the history attending the advent 
of William M. Gwin in the politics of the 
State. In order to do this we must go back 
to the still more memorable year of ’-19. 
That year witnessed the first uprising of 
the inhabitants ot San Francisco to take 
into their hands the administering of jus­ 
tice to oflenders against the law. In the 
summer of that year the citizens arose and 
seized a party of ruffians banded together 
under the name of “ The Hounds,” organ­ 
ized a “ People's Court,” and proceeded to 
try them according to the rules of the reg­ 
ular criminal Courts. On the day the gang 
was arrested the city was convulsed with 
excitement. Merchants left their counting- 
rooms, tradesmen closed their shops, and 
lawyers their offices. The wbole town 
turned out, armed and equipped, to 
bring the assassins to justice. For weeks 
and months the “Hounds” had been the 
terror of the place. Their outrages and 
depredations were committed in open day­ 
light and in a body so strong as to paralyze 
resistance. On the day preceding the arrest 
they had attacked a camp of Chilenos, 
whom they beat and plundered, and then 
marched with drum and file through the 
town. The people, by a common impulse, 
assembled in mass-meeting the next morn­ 
ing. An armed police force was organized, 
and squads patrolled the town, arresting 
and dragging to the calaboose nearly every 
member of the desperado gang. While a 
party were beating the bush in the rear of 
the town, meeting not a human being in 
all their search, so universal was the out­ 
pour of the citizens to join in the arrest of 
the “Hounds,” they came finally upon a 
venerable-looking gentleman seated upon 
the porch of a building otherwise appar­ 
ently deserted by men, women and chil­ 
dren. His head was bare, his vest open, 
and while he leaned back in his chair the 
thumb of one hand rested in an armhole 
of his vest, while the fingers beat a gentle 
accompaniment to the old gentleman’s 
thoughts. The search-party—so the old 
legend goes—were struck by the singular 
spectacle in this lonely spot, and 
not a little awed by the command­ 
ing presence of the stranger, whose features 
resembled, in all but swarthiness, those of 
a Mohawk Chief. He bade the party a 
cheerful good day, end made some in­ 
quiries about the progress of the day’s bus­ 
iness. The party left, wondering who the 
distinguished-looking old man could be, 
and it was an hour before they returned to 
the plaza, where the people were then as­ 
sembling to take measures for the organiza­ 
tion of a Court and the trial of the 
“Hounds.” On rejoining their comrades, 
the form of a tall, erect, gray-haired man, 
moving about and giving counsel here and 
there to the chief citizens, arrested their 
attention, and on inquiry they learned the 
name of the stranger—the same man they 
had seen on the hill—was Gwin, that he 
hailed from Mississippi and had arrived on 
the steamer of the preceding day. A great 
change had come over the old gentleman 
since he had left his seat on the porch. 
His face now betokened a lively interest in 
the consultations going on; his manner 
was aroused, and his speech full of em­ 
phasis. He became at once, as it was 
plan. he desired to be, the leader of the 
meeting. When the assemblage was called 
to order a proposition was made to elect 
two Associate Justices out of the crowd to 
sit with the Alcade and try the prisoners. 
The “Hon. William M. Gwin” was im­ 
mediately proposed as one and elected 
without opposition. Few of those present 
knew that, while the issue of the day was 
doubtful—for the “Hounds” had threatened 
to burn the village, and everybody expected 
an organized resistance—Gwin had been 
watching the course of everts from the 
porch on the hill overlooking the town, 
and formulating his plan of campaign. 
When the ruffians were all under arrest, 
the simple-hearted old gentleman descended 
from his perch on the hillside to the meet- 
ing-place, and then and there commenced 
the climbing process, by which Gwin soon 
reached a seat in the United States Senate. 
From a seat on the bench of a People’s 
Court to a place in the San Francisco dele­ 
gation to the Convention to frame a Consti­ 
tution was the first step of the porch- 
wutcber. He had not been twenty-four 
hours in the country before he began lay­ 
ing the wires by which he mounted up­ 
ward to a position second only in political 
importance and standing to that of Presi­ 
dent. And yet, who is there that would 
not have done the same thing if he had the 
cunning and ability to carry it out ? 
Frank M. Pixley published a politi­ 
cal pamphlet in August, in which he violent­ 
ly assailed David C. Broderick. He said, 
among other things, that if Broderick did 
not enter saloons, brothels and gambling 
dens, "it was a sensible political precau­ 
tion. if not the result of a virtuous prin­ 
cipie.” He had known other men 'who 
not only avoided the whirlpools of vice, 
but also kept free from contact with those 
who derivtd their subsistence from them.” 
He further said : “If I gave a list of all the 
blackguards that ever infested a city ; that 
ever stuffed a ballot-box or raised a plug- 
musa on election day, I would name the 
political friends of the Hon. David C. 
Broderick.” The U nio n, after quoting a 
column of this sort of titade, published a 
speech made by the same gentleman a 
short time before, in which he ably de­ 
fended Broderick from the assaults made 
upon him. He said: “I protest against 
the assaults made upon his character. I 
say that David C. Broderick is an honor­ 
able man; I say that he is a moral man. He 
drinks no wine; he is not addicted to 
women, and his friends are among the 
most respectable of our citizens. He has 
bren a good citizen among us. and a faith­ 
ful representative in Congress.” In a speech 
delivered in Sacramento on the 23th of 
August Mr. Pixley gave the reasons for his 
change of front regarding Broderick. 
When Horace Greeley left Sacra­ 
mento, he went to Stockton as the guest of 
the city authorities. But when he left his 
hotel a servant followed him with a bill for 
liis board. Greeley was a philosopher, and 
he paid the bill without a murmur. The 
Mayor afterward called to settle the bill, 
when the discovery was made that the 
city 's guest had been made to pay his way. 
Mokelumne City, situated at Ben­ 
son's ferry, on the Mokelumne river, was 
quite a busy place thirty years ago. All 
that now remains is here and there a piece 
of the embankment leading to the old ferry 
over which teams had to travel. Out on 
the plain, a mile or so from the river, still 
stands, isolated and alone, the oid Benson 
mansion, now simply the home of bats and 
rodents. Bensou was a prince in his day, 
and his elegant home was seldom without 
guests. He lost his lile in a field not far 
from the home of his family, at the hands 
of a fellow-being. There was a woman in 
the case. All abont that locality there is 
now but a wild waste of tar-weed, and owls 
hoot inonrnfully from the paneless wind 
ows of the ruins of the old residence, 
whence came nightly, in times long past, 
the ringing laughter of fair dames and the 
strains of sweet music. There are many 
more such pictures in California, especially 
in the old mining localities of early days. 
The Lccompton Convention in San 
Francisco on August 24th, nominated the 
tollowing ticket: Treasurer. P. H. Owens; 
Recorder, W. L. Higgins; School Superin­ 
tendent. James Denman; District Attor­ 
ney, 1). J Murphy; Coroner, Dr. 11 A. 
Sheldon; Surveyor, A. P. Green ; Public 
Administrator, S A. Sheppard ; Tax Col­ 
lector, W. I, Bromley. 
A citizen, en route from lone City to 
Sacramento on the 25th of August, counted 
twentv five ontward-bound wagons loaded 
with freight, and on coming down J street 
he encountered eleven more loading up in 
fronw bf stores. Those are referred to 
even Dow as “the good old times,” but 
think of the carloads of freight that are 
now sent daily out of Sacramento ! 
A good story was going the rounds 
of the press about a railroad conductor in 
Pennsylvania. He had been discharged, 
and applied for reinstatement. ‘ You were 
dismissed,” said the Superintendent, aus­ 
terely, • for letting your train come twice 
into ollisiou.” "The very reason," said 
the other, “ why I should" be restored." j 
“How so? ’ “Why, sir, if I had any doubt , 
before as to whether two trains could pass 
each other on the same track, I am now 
entirely satisfied ; I have tried it twice, sir, 
and 1 know it c a-n- t be done, and so I am 


not likely to try it again.” He got bis 
place. 
One day a circos, on its way to Oro- 
ville, was passing a miner’s cabin, one of 
the windows of which was wide open. The 
elephant Prince Albert came along and in­ 
serted his elongated proboscis, in the hope 
of finding something palatable inside the 
cabin. It happened that right under the 
window two weary miners were sleeping in 
their bunk, and when the elephant’s trunk 
began to tickle the feet of one of them he 
awoke and looked up at the window. That 
was enough. His hair rose straight on his 
head, and with a howl of terror he leaped 
out of bed, went through the opposite win­ 
dow like a circus rider through a hoop, and 
lit out lor the hills. Hiscompanion, awak­ 
ened by the noise, saw the hideous appari­ 
tion at the window, and followed his part­ 
ner. The circus men, after enjoying a 
hearty laugh at their expense, tollowed 
them up and explained the situation. 
John Bradley had been arrested by 
Captain Deal on a" charge of criminal as­ 
sault upon a woman in Georgiana town­ 
ship. The U n io n remarked that “the cir­ 
cumstances. as related, are of so romantic 
a character that the charge probably can­ 
not be maintained.” 
A rather amnsing incident was re­ 
lated in a Boston paper. A prominent 
military gentleman was walking in the 
public common on Sunday, when his dog 
jumped into an artificial pond. A police­ 
man confronted the owner of the dog at 
once, and said : “Don’t you see that sign 
there?—‘Dogs Not Allowed in the Frog- 
pond on Sunday.’” "Yes,” replied Ihe 
military gentleman, "I see the sign; but, 
you see, that’s the most illiterate dog in 
America—he can’t even read.” The police­ 
man leaned up against a tree in a dazed 
condition, to recover his breath, while the 
man and the dog moved on. 
Ralph Dorr, Jr., one day met a half­ 
demented character, known as “Old Hans,” 
in front of the Orleans Hotel, and out of 
pure cussedness, prompted by bad whisky, 
commenced horsewhipping him. Buck 
Harrigan came aloDg and told Dorr to quit. 
The latter threw his hand behind him for 
his pistol, and Buck threw his into Dorr’s 
face. Dorr went down with a dull thud, 
and that ended the affair. 
At a meeting of citizens held at the 
St. George Hotel on the 28th of August D. 
0. Mills, T. D. Judah, E. F. Gillespie, John 
Gillig, L A. Booth and E. McCarty were 
appointed a committee to attend a meeting 
to be held in San Francisco to take steps 
to encourage the bnilding of a transconti­ 
nental railroad. Ferris Forman, W. 8. 
Manlove, Ii. H. McDonald, J. Powell, Jo- 
siah Johnson and A. P. Catlin were elected 
as alternates. 
On the 24th of August, Benjamin 
Jennings and his son Isaac, of Contra Costa 
county, encountered and killed a Califor­ 
nia lion on the Telegraph road, seven miles 
out of Oakland. The beast measured six 
feet ten inches in length, was two feet eight 
inches in bight, and weighed close on 200 
pounds. He had been killing sheep, calves, 
etc., in that neighborhood for some time. 
There was trouble with the Indians 
at the folks of Butte creek, and General 
Kibbe, with a company of seventy-five 
men, was sent there to subdue them. 
Lamott & Collins, at the corner of 
Second and J streets, were the leading 
batters of those days in Sacramento. 
H. M. Bernard, the earriage-maker, 
was then established at Sixth and L streets, 
where he is still in the same business. 
BREAKING THE RECORD. 
The B urglar B rigad e G etting in Its W ork 
in G ood F ashion. 
At an early hour yesterdiy morning I. 
Mattice, who keeps a produce stand on the 
south side of J street, near the corner of 
Twelfth, had a visit from and a lively 
tussle with a burglar. He occupies a small 
room in the rear of his store, and was 
awakened by a noise over the head of his 
bed. There is a narrow shelf there, where 
he has been in the habit of placing his 
money on retiring, but fortunatelv he had 
that niaht put it in another p’lace. As 
soon as he awoke he realized that some­ 
body was rumaging about the shelf for his 
money. He wheeled about in bed and 
made a grab in the dark, catching the in­ 
truder by the arm. The latter started for 
the door in the rear, and a lively scramble 
ensued, Mattice endeavoring to hold his 
prisoner. 
In the scuffle a chair was broken and a 
table thrown from its place, Mattice receiv­ 
ing a rcratch in the groin, which at first he 
thought bad been made by a weapon in 
the hands of the burglar, but was probably 
the result of his having come in collison 
with the sharp corner of the table. 
The burglar finally got away from Mat­ 
tice, who is a cripple, descended a narrow 
stairway to the rear yard and escaped into 
the alley bv crawling through a hole in the 
fence, which he had made in order to get 
in. On making an inspection of the prem­ 
ises in daylight, Mattice found a new bit 
and an old brace, which the fellow had 
dropped in his flight. W hen Mattice 
grabbed hold of the burglar he commenced 
to cry “Murder!” and a mau who was pass­ 
ing at the time hastened to the State House 
Hotel and informed officers Cunningham 
and Snook of the affair. They hastened to 
the spot, but were of course too late to 
make the acquaintance of the thief. 
Whoever the thief was he was certainly 
familiar with the premises, as no stranger 
could have readily found his way through 
the narrow passageway to the room occu­ 
pied by Mattice. 
On Friday morning the saloon of Henry 
Kohne, at 1021 Fourth street, adjoining 
Coroner Clark’s undertaking establishment, 
was entered by burglars, who tobbed the 
till of about $8, and also took from behind 
the bar a glass filled with nickels, amount­ 
ing to $11. Kohne did not close his place 
until about 4 o’clock, and shortly before 
closing had quite a crowd of customers in 
the saloon, some of whom doubtless saw 
him counting the nickels into tbe glass. 
Entrance was effected by inserting a flat 
iron bar between tbe double doors and pry­ 
ing off a portion of the lock. 
It is said that an attempt was made yes­ 
terday morning to rob a man on Third 
street, between J and K, but that the 
would-be robber was frightened off before 
effecting bis purpose.

JDHN PETERSON’S EXPERIENCE WITH 
PRIVATE DETECTIVES. 


T he B ody o f a G cnteel-L ooking Stranger 
F ound in th e K iver. 
A few mornings ago the R ecord U nion 
mentioned the fact of an unknown man 
having been seen to leap or fall into the 
river on the preceding night. Nothing 
could be learned to throw any light on the 
mystery, but it has been partly revealed by 
the finding of the body about a mile btlow 
tbe city.

H e B uys a SAO B ad ge and Starts Out 
to M ake a F ortu n e—Still H as 
the B ad ge. 


Yesterday forenoon a Swede, who gave 
his name as John P. Peterson, soughtChief 
of Police Lee in the latter’s office, and pro­ 
ceeded to relate his experience with certain 
persons in this city who call themselves 
“private detectives.” His statement was 
made in the presence of District Attorney 
Bruner, and was taken down in shorthand 
by W. J. Davis, Official Reporter of the Su­ 
perior Court. It is sufficient to reproduce 
his story, which will be interesting reading 
just now. He tells how he was induced to 
pay $50 for the privilege of becoming a 
member of the “United States Detective 
Association; ” how he was assured an in­ 
come of from six to ten dollars per night, 
and a promise that his money would be re­ 
funded. None of these promises, he says, 
have been kept. 


p e t e r s o n 's t h r il l in g t a l e . 
I have a little ranch near A uburn; am a 
carpenter ; work in the car department of 
the railroad shops here, but my family live 
on the ranch. I had got acquainted with 
Frank Eddy when he worked at the rail­ 
road shops. Two weeks azo to-day I met 
him on J street, and he asked me if I still 
was at work at the shops. I invited him 
to take a drink, and when we got our beer 
he wanted to pay for it, but I insisted on 
paying, as I had called him in. He told 
me that he was making more money than 
I was, that he did not want me to spend 
my money, as I needed it for my little 
ones. He got talking with me and said I 
could just as well do something evenings 
and Saturdays that would not interfere 
with my work at the shops. He finally 
took me into one of the back rooms of the 
saloon and talked further about it, and he 
said he would see the Chief about getting 
me in. I said, “There is notning wroDg 
abont it? If it is honorable and honest 
work I will think of it.” He made an ap­ 
pointment to meet me after dinner. We 
met at the same saloon, and he said he had 
seen the Chief and it was all right. I 
asked him what kind of work it was. He 
said: 
A DEAD SECRET. 
“If you can keep it secret I will tell you, 
but you must keep it secret, because if you 
do not, we cannot do anything.” 
Said I : “You can depend on tbat, if I 
pi omise you to keep it seciet.” He said: 
“We will go down to yonr room.” We 
went there, and the lady of the house saw 
him. He told me to shut the door. I did 
so, and he pulled out some papers, similar 
to those I afterward got, and which I have 
given to Chief Lee, and showed them to 
me. Then he explained the matter to me, 
and every once in awhile he said : “Don’t 
go back on me, and tell anything or I can’t 
do anything then.” 
SIX DOLLARS A NIGHT. 
I said I would not. I asked him: “How 
are you paid; are you paid a salary, or 
how?” He said: “I will tell you how I 
am paid. It is $G a night. Some nights it 
will not be so late, and some nights it will 
be later; but it will be estimated. You can 
work almost every night. You can work 
every night, you may say, and commence 
right now. If you had "your money here 
to get your papers you could commence to­ 
night.” He told me that for day and 
night work I would get $10, and $6 for 
night work. I said: “That is a mighty 
big thing if you are backed up.” 
c o n e’s a l l e g e d b a c k e r s. 
He said : “We are backed up by the 
Law and Order League,” and then he told 
me that Mrs. Crocker had donated $5,000 
to it. And he said most ail of the biggest 
of business men, and all the church people 
here are backing us up with money, and 
that there are thousands of money behind 
it.He said they were working for those 
people and they paid them. “But there is 
one thing,” said he. Said I, "W hat is it ?” 
He said, “Have you got $50 ? It will cost 
you $50 to get a commission.” As far as I 
can think of it, he said there was $10 to go 
to tbe Chief and $40 to go to Washington 
to the headquarters for the papers. He 
asked, “When can yon get the money ?” I 
says, “I can go to Auburn to-night and get 
it.” He said, “Do. W hen will you get 
back ?” I said I would be back on the 5 
o’clock train tbe next day, and he said he 
would meet me. 
d id n 't l ik e h is l o o k s. 
He left, and when he came back io mv 
room the lady of the house, who had seen 
him come in, asked me who he was, and I 
said it was an acquaintance of mine, who 
used to work in the shops. She thought 
he was a kind of a suspicious fellow. I did 
not say anything, as I had promised him 
not to say anything. I did not go to Au­ 
burn, but Eddy claimed that he went to 
the train for me, but he did not see me, 
and he did not know what to think of it. 
Tbat was when he met me next. 
On Sunday I was around town, and Eddy 
came to the house and inquired of the lady 
where I was. She said she did not know, 
but probably he could see me at dinner. 
He said be went to the dining-room and 
looked in and did not see me, and he did 
not know what to think of it. He did not 
see me until evening, when he came out­ 
side of my window and called for me and 
asked me to come out. 


a f t e r t h e f if t y d o l l a r s. 
When I came out he asked me if I had 
been to Auburn. I told him no. He said 
he had been around and could not see me, 
tbat he did not know what to think of it, 
and he said, “I hope you are not going to 
go back on me?” I said, “No, I have 
nothing to go back on. You need not be 
alarmed, I will not say a word.” Said he. 
“Ar’nt yon going to go into i* and try it?” 
I said, "No, I am a little afraid of it.” 
He 
said, “I am sotry I have told you what I 
have.” 
So he commenced to explain to me again 
that it was all right, and how much money 
there was in it. 
And I told him to tell 
me tbe truth ; that I did not want him to 
get me into anything where I will lose my 
money. He told me he would not, and 
that I could take his word of honor for it. 
Said I : "If tbat is so I will go up to-night 
and get the money.” 
WANTED A STRING ON HIS MONEY. 
1 went up on the 10:40 train on August 
18th. When I got home my wife did not 
expect me, but I explained to her and told 
her what I wanted the money for. She 
said, "Look out.” I said I always took 
Eddy for my friend, and hs has guaran­ 
teed my money back in a couple weeks' 
time, or at least three weeks, and that I 
will get probably more than I paid out. I 
told my wife I would not pay out the 
money until the Detective Chief— tbat is. 
Cone, gave me tbe same assurance, because 
I needed my money. 
I came down Monday on the 4 o'clock 
train, and Eddy met me at the depot, and 
he said, “Let's go right over to tbe office?” 
When we got to the office nobody was 
there but Mrs. Cone. Eidy asked her 
where the Chief was, and she said he was 
over in Court. They telephoned or some­ 
thing. They had a messenger boy there 
aDd sent for him. 
Cone came in a few minutes and T asked 
Cone the same thing I had Eddy. I said, 
“Don’t take my mouey if I cannot get it 
back ; tbat is the only money I have got, 
and 1 have to fix my house ; don’t take it 
without there is a show to pay me back bv 
workirg for you, and for to get it back in 
a couple or three weeks.”

Then Eddv said: “There is one thing. 
Chief,” and Cone banded me a badge and 
; pnt it on my vest, and he gave me these 
' papers, and he said: “You must excuse 
mo, boys ; I am in a great hurry. We will 
have a drmk before I go to Court; I am 
dry.” And then Eddy motioned to the 
Chief and said:

“Chief, there is one thing I and John 
have been speaking about. He is a little

else?” 
The Chief said: “ I do not see why we 
conld not." Cone then left, and I do not 
know what becameof tbe contract I signed. 
Before 1 left Eddy said, “Can’t we pnt him 
to work to-Dight?” Cone said. “ No; I 
don’t hardly think we can. We have been 
so busy in Court that I have not time to 
go out myself. Let it go until to-morrow 
night. About 7 o’clock to-morrow night 
report to the office.” I said all right, and 
we had a drink and parted. 
SIX DOLLARS APIECE. ALL ’ROUND. 
The following night 1 reported to the 
office, and reported nightly afterwards. 
On the third or fourth night Eddy met me 
on Fourth street, and told me that Cone 
said to take me out and show me some of 
the bad places. Eddy and I were around 
about three hours, when he said, “ John, 
we have earned our six dollars to-night, 
anyhow.” I said, “ What do yon mean— 
between us?” He said, "Each of us.” I 
said. “ I will be satisfied if I have half of 
that.” He said, " Never mind; ii is just 
what I told you; that is what we are paid.” 
We had some beer and I went home. 
I reported every night after that, bat 
they kept giving exenses. On one night 
Eddy and I went to Q street and to Fif­ 
teenth and N and back, and I went out 
one night with Cons; bat as a general 
thing they kept putting me off when I 
came there. They had a sore foot, or a 
headache, or were bosy in Court, or were 
tired. 
I HAVE RECEIVED NO MONEY 
From them except the night I went out 
with Cone. He gave me fifty cents for 
spending money in saloons. He said we 
had to go into saloons to look for cases. 
Cone told me that he generally paid every 
Saturday night “because I draw the pay 
from the Law and Order League every 
Saturday, but a man can have his money 
every night if he waDis it. It doesn’t make 
any difference to me.” 
On Thursday night when I reported they 
told me they did not have anything to go 
out for and told me to come again Friday 
night when they would probably go out. 
Cone said that. And he said, “I can prob­ 
ably have a little money for you then to go 
up home. It will kind of encourage you.” 
DROP IN TO-MORROW. 
Last night I went there, and Cone and 
Eddy were talking abont the police force 
and one thing and another, and finally 
they talked abjut going out, and they said 
they did not think there was anything to 
go out for. Cone said he was sorry he had 
not collected any money. He had his 
office-boy sent out to collect money, and 
he did not get a cent. “But,” he said, “I 
suppose you have no objection to let it go 
until you come back irom home? You 
may drop in to-morrow morning before 
you go. I might collect for you to night.” 
THE NOVICE SOCKS ON THE CHIEF. 
I told him I was going on the 8:30 train 
the next morning, meaning this morniDg. 
Cone and his wife made an arrangement to 
go somewhere, and Eddy, the office boy 
and myself stopped in the office. I got 
uneasy about my money. Eddy said. 
“John, let us go.” When we got down to 
the bottom ot the stairs, Eddy said. “Let 
us have a glass of beer.” I said, “No; I 
will not drink any more with yon.” He 
said, “ What’s the matter with you, John ?” 
I said, “There is nothing the matter, only 
I don’t think I am treated quite right.” 
He said. “W hy?” I said, “Because you 
fellows don't come up to your promises. 
I don’t think your word is good for any­ 
thing any more.” He said, “Why?” I 
said, “Because you don’t live up to what 
you promise; You promised to put me to 
work nearly every night, and to have my 
money back, and there is no show for it 
yet.” He said, “You have done better than 
I have. They have bad me up in Court, 
and had me arrested, and you have been 
out a couple or three nights.” I said, “I 
haven’t got anything for it.” He said, 
“ YOU WILL GET YOCR MONEY. 
I will bet you anything you will have your 
monev back before tbe fair is over.” I 
said . "Don’t be too sure of it.” He walked 
with me to Sixth and K, and he said: 
“Don’t speak so loud. You are speaking 
loud enough to make it a public affair.” I 
said : “That is all right; I am not going to 
keep anything secret any more.” He said: 
“John, Í am sorry to see you dissatisfied, 
after I helped you into a good thing. You 
can go with me to my room and take any­ 
thing you want to satisfy you. I would 
rather lose myself.” I said :"“I don’t want 
any of yonr things. All I want is my 
money, but I do not suppose I will get a 
penny of it. I do not expect it. I have 
not anything to show for it except my pa­ 
pers.” 
He said: “Be ea9y and keep everything 
right to yourself, and you will come put all 
right.” I said : “If it was not for your wife 
and little child I would have you and Cone 
arrested.” He said: “I will not be insulted 
by you. I have done the best by you.” I 
said: “You have done the best to get 
money.” 
WHERE WAS THE $40? 
Abont 0 o’clock this morning I went to 
Cone’s office and rang the bell. He got tip 
in his night clothes, peeped out, and said : 
“ Hello; you are pretty early.” I said: 
“ Y'es ; I came down to "see you. I want to 
go up to my home. I came to see if you 
will show me the receipt for the $40 you 
said you would send to Washington.” He 
said: “What Washington? what $40 re­ 
ceipt?” I said: “You got $50.” He said: 
“Didn’t I give you a receipt for it?” I 
said: “Yes: but you told me the night you 
were out with me you would have to have 
$10, and $40 was going to Washington to 
the United States Association.” 
A LIE OCT SOMEWHERE. 
He said, “I never told you any such 
thing. I have had trouble enough with 
you.” and be slammed the door. I called 
to him and said, “Mr. Cone, listen to me. 
If you will give me the $50 back I will not 
say anything about it—about what has 
happened between us; but if you do not I 
will see what I can do.” He said, “All 
right. You come back in business hours 
and not this time of day.” 
He slammed the door, and I went off to 
look for the Chief of Police but conld not 
find him, and came back to wait for Cone 
to come out. When he came out I asked 
him for the $50, and I said, “Cone, if you 
will show me the receipt for the $40 and 
show me you got tbat, I will not sav any­ 
thing about it. I want to see that or you 
pay me the $50 back.” 
WILLING TO GIVE HIS NOTE. 
He said he would not do it. He said, 
“I have not any money, but I will do the 
same as I told you the other evening, I 
will give you my promissory note, to be 
used by yon to get your money after the 
fair. I will have plenty of money then, 
but I haven t any now, it has been going 
so hard with me with all these cases.” 
I said, “That is no good to m e; your 
nole is no good if your word ia no good. 
I want you to pay me the $50 back and we 
will have no trouble about it. I cannot get 
along without it.” He said he did not 
have it and for me to go ahead. I did not 
tell him that I was going down to see Chief 
Lee.

These constitute all 
items of revenuj due tbe city as far as 1 have 
any knowledge.

“Cold spring cures kidney and liver 
trouble, sciatica and lumbag. ; Chalybeate 
spring is a panacea for chronic dyspepsia, 
palpitation and neuralgia; Sulphur spring 
purifies the blood and improves the com­ 
plexion; Iron spring adds general tone to 
the system; Excelsior spring is used as a 
morning beverage and appetizer; Complex­ 
ion spring, a lotion, removes freckles and 
gives ruddiness to the skin, and equal in 
every respect to Dickey’s Oreme de Lis, 
mnlvina or oriental cream.” 
Verily, I believe that if I were in pos­ 
session of this place and had Mr. Laud’s 
faculty for getting patronage, I would not 
exchange places forthe next twelve months 
with Kilrain or Sullivan. 
But we are digressing. 
Let us step inside, where Postmaster 
Stevens and assistants Goad and Byington 
are sorting the mail. The people are on 
the tiptoe of expectancy. Young ladies, 
whose hearts are far away; young men, 
who have the audacity to allow" their affec­ 
tions to stray beyond our narrow confines;

S a n F r a n c isc o , August 31st.—A meeting 
of the comm ittee appointed by the Com­ 
mercial Conference yesterday to formulate 
some plan for organizing a Pacific Coast 
Chamber of Commerce or Board of Trade, 
met at the rooms of th e Chamber this 
morning- All the members were present 
except Messrs. Mills and Hecht. 
Henry 
L. Dodge was chosen Chairm an and Secre­ 
tary Haynes of the Chamber of Commerce 
acted as'Secretary. 
. . . 
, 
Mr. Collyer, who suggested the idea of 
the Pacific Coast Commercial Union, was 
called upon for his views. H e stated that, 
as a member of the Tacoma Chamber of 
Commerce, he had 'long been thinking of 
the scheme now presented to the com­ 
mittee. Its advantages were easily ap­ 
parent. 
The 
commercial 
interests 
of 
Seattle, Portland, Tacoma, San Diego, and 
San Pedro were identical, and any organi­ 
zation of this kind would D a tu ra lly pro­ 
mote them . 
Moreover, the National Con­ 
gress could not very well ignore 
the 
demands of such a body unanim ously 
made. H is idea was to issue a circular to 
all commercial organizations of the coast 
asking their co operation and requesting 
them to join the body. After receiving 
sufficient encouragement theSan Francisco 
C ham ber of Commerce can call a conven­ 
tion and effect a perm anent organization 
of the Pacific Coast Chamber. H e thought 
such a convention would result in great 
good to the entire Pacific Coast. 
W illiam Kapus, of the Portland Board 
of Trade, indorsed the idea of Mr. Collyer, 
and especially the annual commercial con­ 
vention, which he thought should convene 
ju st before the opening of Congress. 
Benjam in Schloss, of the San Francisco 
Board ofTrade, did not think this com m it­ 
tee should go too far. Success should be 
attained, and in order that it m ight be 
easily done, all the commercial bodies of 
the coast should be consulted as to the 
plan. 
Resolutions suggesting 
a 
plan 
m ight be adopted, which could be laid 
before the mercantile interests of the coast. 
H enry Lindley, of the 
Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, thought the call 
for a Pacific organization would carry more 
weight with it if it came from a temporary 
body. 
H e was in favor of effecting a tem ­ 
porary organization at once. 
Mr. Kapus, after again elaborately stating 
his views, moved that the committee pro­ 
ceed to the tem porary organization of a 
Pacific Coast Chamber of Commerce. The 
m otion was carried unanim ously, and ihe 
following 
tem porary 
officers 
elected: 
President. H enry L. Dodge, of Sau F ran­ 
cisco; First Vice-President, Samuel Col­ 
lyer. of Tacoma; Second Vice-President, E 
W . Jones, of Los Angeles; Treasurer, The 
Sather 
Banking 
C om pany; Secretary, 
J. H aynes, of San Francisco. 
On motion, the name of the new body 
was agreed upon as “ The Pacific Coast 
Cham ber of Commerce.” 
The Chair was authorized to appoint a 
com m ittee of three to draft a constitution, 
to which the President and Secretary were 
added, as follows: Kapus of Portland, Col­ 
lyer of Tacoma, and Lindley of Los A n­ 
geles. 
I. M. Case, of the Astoria Chamber of 
Commerce, moved that the representation 
of the new Chamber bo fixed at one m em ­ 
ber-at-large and one for each fifty members 
over twenty-five. 
This brought up a protracted discus­ 
sion. 
Mr. Holcomb suggested that if this 
representation were adopted 
the entire 
Cham ber would be swamped by the Fed­ 
erated Trades. 
H e understood the Federa­ 
tion consisted of thousands of members, 
and, being here represented, would be en­ 
titled to enter. 
Mr. Kapus thought the Federated Trades 
would not be entitled to representation in 
the new Chamber of Commerce. This was 
purely a commercial body, while the Fed­ 
eration was an organization of working­ 
m en. 
W. A. Bushnell, the representative of 
the Federated Trades, slated that the Coun­ 
cil he came from consisted of about sixiy 
members, and under Ihe ratio proposed it 
could have but two delegates in the new 
body. There need, therefore, be no tear of 
the Federation swamping the other bodies 
represented. 
H e thought the workingmen 
were interested as much as the merchants 
in the prosperity of the Pacific coast, and 
that they should have a voice in the new 
chamber. 
Mr. Case, in order to cover the point 
raised by Mr. Holcomb, amended his m o­ 
tion so as to provide that no single body 
shall have more than five delegates. 
The motion was therefore put as follows : 
T hat each commercial body shall be rep­ 
resented by one delegate at largp, one for 
each fifty memhers of said body, one for 
each fraction of fifty over twenty-five, and 
provided that no delegation shall exceed 
five members. 
This 
proposition 
was 
unanim ously 
adopted. 
Mr. Lindley moved that the membership 
of the Pacific Coast Chamber of Commerce 
shall be confined to purely commercial or­ 
ganizations. As this would exclude the 
Federated Trades it raised some opposition. 
Mr. Holcomb thought the workingmen 
were entitled to representation, as they had 
been adm itted to the Convention which 
adjourned last evening. 
This view 
was opposed 
by Coliyer, 
Schlosa, Week and others. 
The motion was finally carried, where­ 
upon Mr. Bushnell of the Federated Trades 
withdrew. 
The first meeting of the tem porary Paci­ 
fic Coast Chamber of Commerce will be 
held on November 19th at 10 a . m . 
Mr. Kapus brought up the question of 
w hat bodies should be invited to meet on 
this occasion, whereupon Secretary Haines 
read an extract from an Oakland paper, in 
which there was a com plaint that the 
Board of Trade of that city had not been 
invited to meet the late Commercial Con­ 
ference. 
He said the reason why the sm all 
Boards of Trade in all the outside towns 
had not been invited was that they were 
represented in the State Board of Trade, 
w-hich had five delegates in the late Confer­ 
ence. 
H e asked that the committee settle 
upon the character of the bodies they de­ 
sired to meet in November. 
A fter some further discussion the Secre­ 
tary was directed to send his circular of in­ 
vitation to all Chambers of Commerce, 
Boards of Trade 
and 
kindred bodies 
throughout the Pacific coast. This is in ­ 
tended to take in every commercial body 
upon the Pacific coast. 
The committee then adjourned.

E l R io R ey, th e S acram en to H orse, a 
W o rld -B ea ter. 


W e s t c h e s t e r , August 31st.—The last day 
of the races under the auspices of Ihe New 
York Jockey Club was brought to a success­ 
ful term ination. The races were witnessed 
by an im mense throng, but those that at­ 
tended did not expect that they were to be 
treated to another surprise in the breaking 
of the record. This has been one of the 
main features of the meeting, and it was 
left for Porter Ashe’s Geraldine to break 
the five-eighths of a mile record on the 
opening day by completing the distance in 
the rem arkable tim e of one minute, and it 
was generally believed that to lower that 
tim e was out of the question. T belastday 
at W estchester will be a memorable one in 
connection with the five-eighth mile run, 
for the black horse Britannic, owned by J. 
A. and A. H. Morris, lowered the Califor­ 
nia filly’s tim e by one second and fmished 
in the wonderful and fastest tim e yet re­ 
corded of 59 seconds. 
W hen it was learned 
that Britannic had broken the record over 
the opening day there was tremendous ap­ 
plause. B ritannic is described as being 
five years of age, black, by Plevna out of 
Faithful. 
The result of the first race served as a 
criterion for other records to be broken, 
and in this respect the vast assemblage was 
not disappointed, and w hile a California 
horse achieved distinction on the opening 
day, but fell into second place before the 
meeting was over, it was for a California 
representative to carry away the honors on 
the closing day, and in the race for the 
W hite Plains handicap the chestnut colt 
El Rio Rey, belonging to Theodore L. W in­ 
ters, of Sacramento, broke the record for 
the three-fourths of a mile run for the sec­ 
ond tim e in the tim e of 1:11. Tipstall 
broke the record at this place a day or two 
ago in 1:12, but W inters’ property was too 
fast for that time. 
In the race Ei Rio Rey 
had ten competitors, but they were entirely 
out of the race as far as coming in a win­ 
ner was concerned. E l Rio Rey was rid­ 
den by W inchell. 
A t the start the racers got away bunched, 
and St. Carlo forged ahead before the half 
was reached, followed closely by the colt, 
W incbell riding well. The vast assem­ 
blage turned all eyes on the flying forms of 
the riders, and the shouts of Carlo’s ad­ 
m irers could be heard. The half was 
passed with the colt half a length behind, 
and as the stretch 
xas reached the cry 
“neck and neck” was raised. 
It was a 
mom ent of suspense to the adm irers of 
both horses, but it could be seen that be­ 
fore half the stretch was traveled Carlo was 
tired and dropping behind. 
W inchell let

S a v a n n a h (Ga.), August 31st.—M. II. 
Connelly, Florida freight agent of the 
Louisvilie and Nashville Railroad and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. I.onis R ail­ 
way, estimates the Florida orange crop, 
from advices he has received from the 
orange-growing State, at 2,000,000 boxes. 
During the blooming season it was esti­ 
mated that the crop wonld reach 5,000,000, 
but the long drought caused fully two-thirds 
of the fruit in sume sections to drop off, 
and the highest conservative estimate now 
made is 2,000,000. 
Last year’s crop, which early in the sea­ 
son was estimated at 3.250,000 boxes, hardly 
reached 
2 000,000 boxes. The 
bearing 
acreage this year is about 5 per cent, 
greater than it was last year, and it was 
partly on this increase in acreage that the 
estimate for the increase of the crop was 
made. The drought, however, plaved havoc 
with the growers. The quality of the fruit, 
so far as can be judged, will be fine. 
Blight is the only thing that the growers 
fear now.

Jenkins' wife 
ran screaming into the street, the blood 
flowing from her wounds and staining the 
ffoor of the hallway of the honse and steps 
leading to the streets. 
Justice of the Feace Kehoe. living oppo­ 
site. rushed into Jenkins' residence, where 
he found Jenkins seated on a chair with 
the pistol, still smoking, in his grasp. 
The Justice placed Jenkins under arrest 
and took the pistol from him , which is a 
six-chamber thirty-tw o calibre. 
Jenkins said be did not know what he 
did the sh o o tiD g for. 
H is blieding wife was led into the resi­ 
dence, when it was found six bullets had 
entered her person—two in the right arm. 
one in the right side, two in the back be­ 
low the hips, and one in the back just 
above the waist. 
The woman is still alive, bnt the wounds 
are pronounced fatal, as there is proluse 
internal hemorrhage. 
Jenkins refuses to make a statem ent and 
his wife is too weak to talk. Jenkins is a 
m iner employed in the Chollar, and bears 
the reputation of an industrióos mau and 
was perfectly sober at the tim e of the 
shooting. 
H e is about thirty years of age and his 
wife is about twenty-five. 
Last Tuesday Jenkins tired two shots in 
the upper story of his former residence on 
North B street, but his wife was not in the 
room at the time. 
The police requested 
her to swear out a complaint, but she re­ 
fused to do so. saying her husband fired 
the shots merely to frighten her. 
The 
shooting created intense excitement, crowds 
thronging the streets and discussing it.

S a n F r a n c isc o , August 31st.—Thesteam - 
iship Zealandia arrived from Australia, New 
Zealand, Samoa and H onolulu this after­ 
noon at 2:30 o’clock. 
News was brought that the United States 
war vessel Nipsic is now on the m arine 
railway at Honolulu, where she is under­ 
going the repairs rendered necessary be­ 
cause of the damage sustained iu the 
Samoan hurricane. The repairs are pro­ 
ceeding at a rapid rate, and the crew occupy 
the vessel the same as when iu her natural 
element. These facts speak highly in fa­ 
vor of the facilities afforded at Honolulu 
for the repair of all vessels, large or small, 
aud, owing to the position of the Hawaiian 
Islands in mid-Pacific, this port as a place 
for ^repairing ships cannot be over-esti­ 
mated. 
The Commercial Advertiser of H onolulu 
has this to say about the reception of Con­ 
sul Severance: 
"In several of our Sau 
Francisco exchanges we observe statem ents 
that Consul Severance was not received 
here by the King. W e will simply say 
that all snch statem ents are w ithout foun­ 
dation. 
Mr. Severance was most cordially 
received by the King, who sent his band to 
serenade him at the hotel. The letter iu 
the Examiner, purporting to be from oneof 
the King's household, is entirely false, and 
was not sent by anyone near the King, who 
is a personal friend of Mr. Severance.” 
The Interisland telegraph cable has been 
laid successfully between the islands of 
Maul and Molokai, and an attem pt was 
made to lay the cable between Oahu and 
Molokai, but unpropitious weather has 
prevented the work so far. 
Since the insurrection at Honolulu on 
July 30th, the palace wall has been taken

SERIO US CO M PLICATIO N S. 


L oiu lou H a s tlie L argest L abor S trik e on 
R eeortl.

L o n d o n , August 31st.—The long srnoiil 
dertng discontent of the laborers in the 
London docks received a strong stim ulus 
by the revelations before the Lord's Com­ 
mittee on “Sweating” last year. 
The leaders of the labor movement 
seizing the opportunity, vigorously prose 
cured the campaign iu the East End and 
fanned into embers of discontent until the 
dock nten, aroused from 
the 
lethargy 
induced 
by their sordid surroundings, 
submitted to the guidance of Burns aud 
other active spirits, their concerted action 
leading to the present crisis. 
The continuance of the strike lor sev­ 
enteen days, and tlie strikers determined 
attitude now show that the leaders care­ 
fully calculated probably the course of 
the movement before the notice of the 
strike was formally given. 
Interviews had to-day with the function­ 
a rie s whose duties b riD g them into daily 
contact with dockmen and those of allied 
employments, show that for years past the 
condition of dockmen's families have been 
as bad as any of the worst cases revealed 
before the “Sweating Committee.” 
Local radical clubs and other organiza­ 
tions are fully alive to the im portance of 
stiiking while the iron is hot, and they are 
greatly assisted by lecturers and by house- 
to house propaganda, intended to foment 
discontent and forward what, in view of 
to-nighl’s situation and the strike com m it­ 
tee's latest manifesto, promises to develop 
into an organized crusade against capital­ 
ism generally. 
The strikers adhere to their full demands, 
though the countenances of m any who en­ 
ter and depart from the Relief Committee 
rooms, plainly reveal the sharp privation. 
Public feeling, both in the East End and 
in city commercial circles strongly favors 
the strikeis. 
Local sym pathy is actively 
exerted to supplem ent the various public 
subscriptions to afford ptacliral relief. 
To-day the employes of Y'airow& Co., 
who are under a heavy contract to supply 
the Government with torpedo appliances, 
struck, while 5,000 iron workers at the Isle 
of Dogs have gone out for an advance for 
six pence. The dock laborers in the strike 
num ber 110,000. As an immediate se­ 
quence of their cessation, 20,000 stevedores, 
6.000 lightermen, 2,000 clerks and nearly 
50.000 grain weighers and laborers are com­ 
pulsorily idle. A mass meeting of dock 
men will be held in H yde Park to-morrow.

B e r l i n , August 31st.—The coming ses­ 
sion of the Reichstag is not expected to be 
stormy or sensational. Among the most 
im portant measures to be introduced is a 
bill which the Government is preparing 
for credits to augm ent and reorganize the 
arm y, in view of the continual increase 
of the French and Russian arm aments. 
The members of the Reichstag and the 
public are being prepared for this biil by 
significant articles in the official organs. 
These papers are dem anding an increase of 
the German force, which is calculated to be 
as effective as the force that the new French 
m ilitary law will enable Frar.ce to put 
into the field. 
Several petitions have been sent to the 
Government from Alsace-Lorraine, asking 
that the authorities be instructed to m iti­ 
gate the rigors of the passport regulations. 
The petitions thus far have met with no 
response from the Government. 
Telegrams from Copenhagen represent 
the King ot Denmark as surprised that his 
son-in-law should have so long delayed the 
returning of Em peror W illiam 's visit, and 
as most anxious that this act of courtesy 
should no longer be deferred. Still, after 
so m any disappointments, the statem ent 
that the Czir has decided to come next 
week meets with a deal of skepticism, even 
in official circles. The bitter articles of the 
Berlin Post and other papers may be attrib­ 
uted to the annoyance caused by thess re­ 
peated delays. The Post declares the only 
way to turn the attention of Russia from 
war is for the European powers to agree to 
give her free swing in Asia or the Balkans. 
There is no cessation in the press polemic 
on African affairs. The Vussisichc Zeitung. 
comm enting upon the appearance of the 
English Blue Book, says the object seems 
to be to demonstrate anew, in spite of Ger­ 
m an indignation meetings and the revil- 
ings against England in regard to the 
E m in Relief Expedition, the fact that the 
Anglo-German 
understanding 
has not 
undergone 
the 
slightest 
interruption. 
Votsisiche Zeitung believes this intent pre­ 
cludes the possibility of Germany lending 
the smallest countenance to any efforts 
like that of Dr. Peters to interfere with the 
English plans in Central Boersen. 
The 
Zeitung declares that during the negotia­ 
tions for a joint blockade Germany gave 
formal assurance that Em ins Province, in ­ 
cluding W adelai, though officially aban­ 
doned by Egypt, should still be regarded, 
at least" provisionally, as belonging to 
Egypt. 
The assertion that a formal agreem ent 
was made is perhaps exaggerated, but the 
North German Gazette attacks the Cologne 
Gazette, and National Liberal organs favor­ 
able to Dr. Peters, indicate that Prince 
Bismarck is firm in his intention not to 
give offense to England in colonial m at­ 
ters. The Hanover Courier, H err Bennig- 
sen’s organ, deplores the m isunderstand­ 
ing created by the North German Gazette, 
and regrets that friends of Prince Bismarck 
and the Emperor, in high positions, should 
be attacked because they failed to foresee, 
years ago, the reapproachm ent with Eng­ 
land. 
The Frankfort Gazette sim ilarly expresses 
surprise, considering the lieense Prince 
Bismarck formerly allowed, that it should 
now be so dangerous to endeavor to ascer­ 
tain in a perfectly passionless m anner what 
are the German rights as compared with 
English private transgressions. 
The Gazette ask in a tone of sarcasm, 
“ W hat is the enormons price England must 
be paid for a total suppression of even the 
most moderate expression of public opinion 
regarding German Colonial subjects?” 
The Vossich Zeitung supports the attitude 
of the North German Gazette in a brief that 
England’s scheme effects the possessions by 
way of the interior, but will not effect the 
German Colonial policy.

V i e n n a . A ugust 30th.—There is a bad 
harvest in M ontenegro, and the people 
have to face the prospect of a famine. Ia 
provision for this the Prince caused a large 


ouu iuulu lj i u utv" a .icouy UcrIj 
distributed among the population, but the 
people cannot be fed any length of time by 
State charity, and accordingly the Govern­ 
m ent has bad to consider how large a part 
of the M ontenegrin population m ay be 
made to emigrate. 
in principle it has been decided that em ­ 
igration on a large scale offers the only 
means of alleviating the distress which 
m ust recur through a series of bad harvests 
in a sm all m ountainous country like Mon­ 
tenegro. 
It has also been resolved, in 
principle, that Servia is (he country to 
which the Montenegrins should emigrate, 
seeing that Servia is a fruitful laud with 
plenty of spare gtound where the popula­ 
tion is of one race and religion with ihe 
Montenegrius. 
It is by no means certain, 
however,' that the Servian Government wili 
favor the im m igration of a large num ber of 
Montenegrins in the excited and divided 
State of the country. The question has not 
yet been officially mooted at Belgrade.

Colonel Lamout, who 
was President Cleveland’s Private Secre­ 
tary', was the purchaser. There was no 
other offer.
